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Navy Dirigible Is 
to Attempt Flight 
Over North Pole 


Plan Announced for Arctic 
Dash of Shenandoah 


HE Navy’s plans for an aerial expedi- 

tion into the polar regions next spring 
were outlined in detail in a report to Sec- 
retary of the Navy Denby made public on 
Dec. 26. The report is submitted by a 
special board, of which Rear Adm. William 
A, Moffett, U/S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, is senior member. 

It provides for extended flights by the 
giant Navy dirigible, Shenandoah, and for 
the use of six airplanes in connection with 
it The dirigible will cruise over the mil- 
lion square miles between Alaska and the 
Pole. The base of the expedition will be 
at Nome, with auxiliary stations at Point 
Barrow and Spitzbergen. 

Two ships, probably Navy tankers, will 
e provided with mooring masts and sent 
north with the planes. They will provide 
emergency bases in case of rough weather. 
_ The Shenandoah will be flown from its 
home base at Lakehurst, N.J., to Nome by 
way of Fort Worth, Tex.; San Diego, 
Calif.. and Puget Sound, where special 
nooring masts will be erected to provide 
tops for refueling. The special air board 
recommended this route because of the dif- 
iculties which exist in flying with helium 
fas over the Rocky Mountains. 

The report covers the preparations re- 
juired for the trip to the Pole and for 
tensive explorations. All agencies of 
the Navy are working to complete these 
Preparations well in advance of the time 
when the first step in the enterprise will 
te taken. In concfusion, the board’s re- 
port says: 

“The board considers that with all the 
‘hips, the Shenandoah and, planes equipped 
is recommended and provided in ample 
ime the Arctic exploration is feasible and 
jracticable during the summer of 1924 
without uadue risk to personnel of ma- 
terial.”

History Offers a Lesson to Congress as 
the Training Schedule Budget Comes Up 


THE military history of the United States proves conclusively that courageous 

patriotic citizens, hastily armed and equipped but untrained are so handi- 
capped in battle, because of their lack of training, that they are defeated or, at 
best, obtain victory only as the result of overwhelming numbers and at a cost of 
life and limb entirely out of proportion to the results produced. 

The training schedule for the fiscal year 1925, gotten out by the War De- 
partment, is extremely modest in its demands upon the finances of the nation. 
The amount necessary to carry it out is within the Budget allotment of the War 
The past three years the appropriations for training purposes have 


The Regular Army as a consequence has had to try to cover too much ground 
with the result that its training is not up to the proper standards. 
Guard largely depends for its existenca upon the training which it can offer its 
Each year it has been sadly handicapped. 

That approximately half the Reserve officers would go to camp each year if 
given the opportunity is well established; but only one out of eight was per- 


The R.O.T.C. and the C.M.T.C. both have had their progress seriously cur- 
tailed by lack of funds for training purposes. 

The information needed to convince of the necessities as well as the financial 
modesty of the proposed program has been furnished Congress. 
The President in his opening address to Con- 


gress has added his approval. These facts should be sufficient.

‘War Department Issues Its New 
Training Program for Year 1924 


N important plan for the training of 
the Regular Army, National Guard 
and Organized Reserve, comprising the 


Army of the United States; the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps and civilians at 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps for the 
calendar year of 1924 was made public by 
the War Department this week. 

“The plan,” says the announcement, “is 
based upon the present availability of funds 
and upon the assumption that the Congress 
will appropriate the amounts contained 
in the War Department estimates for the 
fiscal year 1925 for training purposes. No 
obligation 6t funds will be made for train- 
ing purposes until procurement authori- 
ties are furnished therefor by the War 
Department. 

“All training herein prescribed will be 
conducted in accordance with the princi- 
ples, doctrines and methods approved by 
the War Department. In general, train- 
ing programs will provide for such pro- 
gression as will insure at the end of the 
training year the highest state of training 
attainable. 


Training to Follow Program 


“Every commander will plan for a bal- 
anced aad full utilization of the time and 
means available and embody the results in 
a program prepared under his personal su- 
pervision. Departures from and interfer- 
ence with the cycle of training anaounced 
in such program will be avoided. 

“In determining the degree of prepared- 
ness of an organization for active field 
service. as required by existing regulations, 
tactical inspectors will be guided by the 
particular mission assigned for the organ- 
ization on “M” day under the Mobiliza- 
tion Plan. Responsible commanders will 
exercise the most energetic and intelligent 
efforts to effect correction of deficiencies 
diselosed as a result of tactical inspections 
and will be unremitting in their demands 
for the attainment of combat proficiency. 

“The training in each corps area will 
be conducted by the troops and personnel 
normally located therein, plus officers as- 
signed upon graduation from the General 
and Special Service Schools and such tem- 
porary attachments of units as may be 
specially authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. While the system of tactical ter- 
rain exercises heretofore used will be em- 
ployed by corps area commanders, no spe- 


/ 


cial school teams as such will be furnished 
to conduct them. Every commander, there- 
fore, will prepare himself and the person- 
nel under ‘his jurisdiction for the efficieat 
conduct of all instruction for which he is 
responsible and will conduct the same with- 
out assistance from outside sources. Su- 
perior commanders will make early an- 
nouncement of the scope of training and 
results expected. 

“In general, the training of the Regu- 
lar Army. Natfonal Guard, Organized Re- 
serves and Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
will be conducted throughout the year, in- 
cluding the periods at camps, by the per- 
sounel normally assigned to duty there- 
with. Further, whenever practicable, ar- 
rangements should be made for the con- 
current holding of camps for the Organ- 
ized Reserves and of Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps in order that the training 
of civilian candidates may, in a measure, 
be conducted by Reserve officers. ‘The ex- 
tent to which organizations of the Regular 
Army may be utilized to absorb other per- 
sonnel, particularly of the Organized Re- 
serves, Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
and Citizens’ Military Training Camps, for 
purposes of instruction, ceremonies and 
demonstrations will depend upon local con- 
ditions. However, experience has shown 
that in demonstrations the most valuable 
instruction is obtained by the actual par- 
ticipation of the personnel under instruc- 
tion with troops of the Regular Army. 

“The period of absence of Regular or- 
ganizations from their permanent stations 
should be reduced to the minimum re- 
quired for their own training and for the 
necessary assistance to other personnel.” 


The plan is as follows: 
Regular Army. 


The cycle of training will be concluded in 
one training year of twelve months. The be- 
ginning and ending of the eycle will be fixed 
by corps area, department and independent com 
manders in accordance with demands of local 
conditions. Ordinarily, the cycle will begin 
about Oct. 1 and end Sept. 30. Training 
throughout the cycle will proceed without inter- 
ruption for every organization. The training 
program will include an annual objective with 
intermediate objectives for garrison and field 
training, and will provide for the training and 
utilization of personnel and organizations in the 
mission of instructing the other components of 
the Army of the United States. Special atten-

Bill Introduced to 
Create Bureau of 
Civil Aeronautics 


Department of Commerce 
Would Be in Control 


HE bill (H.R. 3248) introduced in the 
House on Dee. 13 by Representative 
Samuel E. Winslow of Massachusetts, 
provides for the creation of a Bureau of 
Civil Aeronautics in the Department of 


Commerce, to encourage and regulate the 
navigation of civil aircraft. The same 
measure, as heretofore noted, was present- 
ed as S. 1538 by Senator Wadsworth on 
Dee. 19. It will be remembered that a 
similar measure was passed by the Senate 
in the previous Congress, but failed to 
come to a vote in the House. It is ex- 
pected that the present Congress will bring 
the bill to final passage. 

The bill (H.R. 3243) is a measure of 
sixty-four pages and deals with: ‘Title I, 
Domestic Air Navigation; II, Air Naviga- 
tion Law of the United States; III, Ap- 
plication of Existing Law to Air Naviga- 
tion; IV, Miscellaneous and Definitions. 

The bureau would have a commissioner, 
assistant commissioned and its necessary 
clerks and attorneys. 

The commissioner would cause to be 
published bulletins listing licenses and per- 
mits, aeronautie activities, accidents, field 
and route data, treaties and laws and reg- 
ulations relating to civil aeronautics, and 
important court and administrative deci- 
sions. He would make an annual report 
of expenditures and work of his bureau. 


Details from Military Services 


Sec. 5 relates to the detail of Army, 
Navy and Coast Guard officers, and reads 
as follows: 

Sec. 5. (a) The Secretary of Commerce may, 
whenever in his judgment he deems it advisable, 
request the Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy. or the Secretary of the Treasury to 
detail officers from the Air Service, the Air 
Service Officers’ Reserve Corps, or the Office 
of the Chief of Air Service of the War Depart- 
ment, or from the Bureau of Aeronautics of 
the Navy Department or Class 5 of the United 
States Naval Reserve Force, or from the Coast 
Guard in the Treasury Department, respectively, 
for service in the Bureau of Civil Aeronautics. 
If such request is complied with any officer so 
detailed shall be subject to the direction and 
control of the Secretary of Commerce in carry- 
ing on the service for which he is detailed. No 
officer shall, by reason of such detail, suffer any 
loss in military or naval grade, rank, or status. 

(b) If the salary for the position in the 
Bureau to which the officer is detailed is greater 
than the pay to which he is entitled by reason 
of his military or naval grade, rank, and status, 
then the officer shail, in addition to such pay, 
be paid from the appropriation for the salary 
of such position the difference between such 
salary and pay. If the salary for the position 
in the Bureau to which the officer is detailed 
is less than the pay to which he is entitled 
by reason of his military or naval grade, rank, 
and status, then the officer shall be entitled to 
such pay. but not to the salary for the position 
in the Bureau to which he is detailed. 

(ce) Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
reduce the pay of any officer detailed to the 
Bureau under this section to an amount iecss 
than that to which he is entitled in the service 
from which he is detailed; and detail to duty 
under the Bureau shall be regarded as detail 
to duty involving flying. | 

(ad) As used in this section, the term “pay” 
means pay and allowances, including increase 
in pay and allowances for officers detailed to 
duty involving flying. 

Sec. 7 provides a temporary appropria- 
tion of $375,000, to be available for ex- 
penses incurred prior to July 1, 1925. 

Other sections provide for federal in- 
spection, regulation, reg*stration and iden- 
tification of all civil aircraft in the United 
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States. Unlawful navigation of civil air- 
eraft is penalized. 

Sec. 31 authorizes the Secretary of Com- 
merce to designate routes for air commerce, 
to establish and operate air navgaton fa- 
cilities, when necessary, upon any such 
route and to repair and operate state and 
municipal air facilities dedicated to the 
United States for public use. Also to 
prepare maps of air routes and to make 
air navigation facilities available for pub- 
lic use, under regulations to be prescribed. 

Sale of supplies to air navigators by 
heads of government establishments is au- 


thorized. ’ 
Airspace Reservations 


The President (Sees. 41-42) may pre- 
scribe airspace reservations for national 
defense or other governmental purposes; 
prescribe warning signals and conditions 
of flight, by reason of distress or forced 
Janding in such reservations. 


In Sec. 56 the Secretaries of War, Navy. 


Treasury and Commerce “shall jointly 
prescribe regulations, in such cases as they 
deem necessary, for report, entry and 
clearance of aircraft operated by the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United States, 
including the Coast Guard.” 

Sec. 71 establishes a “Civil Aeronautics 
Consulting Board” of seven members ap- 
pointed by the Secretary from representa- 
tves of the aircraft manufcturers, de- 
signers and engineers, and operators of 
common carriers by air, to serve without 
compensation except for expenses incurred 
in attending meetings. 

Sec. 201 declares that “the United 
States has to the exclusion of all foreign 
countries complete sovereignty in the air- 
space of the United States; but the provi- 
sions of this act shall not be construced to 
deprive the states of sovereignty in the 
airspace above their lands and waters ex- 
cept insofar as granted to the United 
States as an incident to the powers dele- 
gated by the states to the United States 
in the Constitution.” 

There are seetions governing aircraft of 
the United States in foreign countries and 
foreign military aircraft in the United 
States; applying maritime law, tariff laws, 
navigation rules, admiralty practice and 
commerce laws in general to aireraft reg- 
ulations and transportation. Also, the 
laws governing public health, immigration 
and narcotic drug traffic. 

In See. 251 navigable airspace of the 
United States is declared necessary for 
commerce, for postal use and for national 
security and defense, and such airspace is 
declared subject to publie right of free- 
dom of navigation by aircraft. 


Advisory Committee Increased 


The membership of the Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautiés is increased from 
twelve to fifteen members, one each of the 
additional members to be a representative 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, the office 
of the Assistant Postmaster General in 
charge of the Air Mail Service, and the 
Coast Guard.

Amendments to the Pay Act 
Submitted by Secretaries 


CCOMPANIED by a letter signed by 

the Secretary of War, Secretary of 
Navy, Secretary of Treasury and Secre- 
tary of Commerce, the bill amending the 
Pay act of June 10, 1922, was submitted 
to the Speaker of the TIouse on Dee. 22. 
In the letter it was set forth that the rec- 


‘ommendations of the departments are to 


elarify the import of certain parts of the 
act. In diplomatic terms the letter states 
that “substantial differences of opinion be- 
tween the General Accounting Office and 
the authorities charged with the operation 
and administration” have arisen and the 
bill submitted is to correct these. 

As Congress will not be in session until 
Jan. 4, the bill will not be introduced un- 
til that time nor referred to any commit- 
tee. Unless serious objections are raised 
the Speaker will refer it to the Military 
Committee. The following is the texxt of 
the letter: 

“We, the undersigned heads of depart- 
ments having control of the several services 
affected by the Pay Readjustment act of 
June 10, 1922, in order to clarify the im- 

rt of certain parts of that act, herewith 
ointly submit for the consideration of 
Congress a measure to that effect consist- 
ing of various proposed amendments to 
such Pay Readjustment act. with the rec- 
ommendation that the same be enacted into 
aw. 

“The preparation of this measure, gen- 
erally speaking, has been caused by sub- 
stantial differences of opinion between the 
General Accounting Office and the authori- 


ties charged with the operation and admin- 
istration of the Services concerned as to 
the operative effect and application of some 
compensation features of the act. These 
differences have arisen, as we believe, from 
unsoundly restrictive interpretation of its 
language, both as applied to varying Ser- 
vice conditions and as subordinated to pre- 
existing related legislation by the General 
Accounting Office. Obviously, the remedy 
for such a situation is an appeal to Con- 
gress for the exercise 6f its curative and 
final legislative power. 

“No attempt is herein made to set forth 
the specific reasons of the respective de- 
partments for each provision of the pro- 
posed amendatory legislation, as it is as- 
sumed that such a presentation in detail 
of the subject matter should be made to 
the committee to which the measure may 
be referred in due course. 

“Pursuant to the requirements of Cir- 
cular No. 49 of the Bureau of the Budget, 
the proposed bill has been referred to the 
director thereof, who advises that the same 
is not in conflict with the financial program 
of the President.” 





Gen. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., Asks 
New Promotion Law 


M4): GEN. COMMANDANT JOHN A. 
LEJEUNE, U.S.M.C., in his annual 
report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1923. made public Dec. 27, points out that 
the great need of the hour in the Marine 
Corps is a change in the present system of 
promotion for commissioned officers, as 
the present law, which has been in effect, 
he says, since 1892, is a serious block to 
efficiency and an unnecessary financial 
drain on the taxpayers. 

In pointing out the need of new legis- 
lation concerning the promotion of com- 
missioned officers, Gen. Lejeune says, in 
part: 


Disadvantages of Present System 


“All promotions of commissioned officers 
in the Marine Corps to and including 
colonel are by seniority, subject to exam- 
ination as to mental, moral, physical, and 
professional qualifications. While this 
system has many advantages, it at the 
same time has corresponding disadvan- 
tages. In the main, the officers advanced 
under this system are highly qualified for 
their duties, but there is a class of offi- 
cers of mediocre practical ability who, by 
reason of some limitations of character or 
of accomplishment or by lack of marked 
efficiency in the performance of the more 
exacting duties, are usually continued in 
the performance of the minor duties, in 
which they are able to establish fair rec- 
ords. They do not, therefore, have on 
their official records any sufficient un- 
favorable data which would justify an ex- 
amining board in recommending against 
their promotion. These officers are, how- 
ever, by general reputation usually well 
known to the Service, where their general 
inability to meet the normal demands of 
their rank is well recognized. This dis- 
advantage in regard to promotion is in- 
herent in the present system and has been 
recognized by the Army and the Navy, for 
which special provisions have been made. 

“In the Army the system adopted is 
known as the class A and B system, under 
which the officers are at regular intervals 
classified by boards of high ranking offi- 
cers in the two classes; those officers whose 
names appear in class B are subjected to 
close serutiny with a view of eliminating 
them from the list. In the Navy the diffi- 
culty has been met by the adoption of a 
system of promotion by selection, combined 
with an age-in-grade retirement. By these 
means the Army and the Navy are both 
being rid of the less efficient officers, while 
the Marine Corps has not yet found a 
suitable method of accomplishing the same 
result. If this condition is allowed to 
continue the Marine Corps will inevitably 
suffer by comparison with the Army and 
the Navy in that the general average of 
the ability of its officers in the various 
grades will be lower than for the other 
two Services. It is therefore necessary 
that the Marine Corps be provided with 
some effective means of eliminating this 
disadvantage under which it suffers. 


Legislation Recommended 


“In order to meet this condition, I have 
recommended certain legislation, the great- 
er part of which was in the Omnibus bill 
passed by the House of Representatives at 
the last session of Congress, but which 
failed of passage in the Senate in the last 
hours of the session because of inability 
to bring it to a vote. The enactment of 
the legislation proposed in this bill is 
recommended, with certain modifications, 


having as their object the improvement of 
the proposed system. This legislation con- 
templates the tightening up of the system 
of examination for promotion and the 
scrutiny of the records of all officers of 
the higher grades by boards of general 
officers for the purpose of certifying, prior 
to the examination for promotion, those 
who, by their past performance of duty, 
have demonstrated their fitness for promo- 
tion. 

“The present system for promotion re- 
quires that when an officer fails to qualify 
on examination he shall be discharged 
from the Service. This requirément seems 
to be harsh and not to be in harmony with 
the practice in civil life. There seems to 
be no reason why, if an officer or any other 
person is performing satisfactorily his 
duties in any grade, he should be dis- 
missed from the employment because not 
considered to be qualified for appointment 
to a higher responsibility. The examining 
boards in the past have tacitly recognized 
this injustice and in many cases no doubt 
have accepted the only alternative to dis- 
charge, which was promotion to the next 
higher grade. 


Age-in-Grade Retirement 


“The proposed legislation provides that 
an officer who is not qualified shall re- 
main in his grade until he reaches an age 
at which manifestly he is no longer ca- 
pable of renderng the best service in that 
grade, and provides for his retirement on 
a graded rate of pay according to his 
length of service. The eligibility provi- 
sion includes the framing of lists for each 
grade annually or oftener, and requires 
that officers who fail to attain the eligi- 
bility list in their grade be retired at 
specified ages in each rank. This retire- 
ment is not on a flat age-in-grade retire- 
ment plan, but leaves open the continua- 
tion of officers beyond the specified ages 
when their names are included in the 
eligibility list. The retirement is by this 
plan an age-in-grade retirement for those 
who do not measure up to the require- 
ments of the Service. 

“The proportion of officers of the rank 
of major general in the Marine Corps is 
below that of the Army and the Navy. I 
am of the opinion that in order to provide 
commensurate rank for the discharge of 
the duties of general officers, to provide a 
sufficient prospect of a career for officers 
of the Marine Corps, and to establish the 
proportion on the same basis as that of 
the Army a small increase in the number 
of officers of the rank of major general be 
authorized. 


Promotion for Warrant Officers 


“The Marine Corps has had warrant offi- 
cers since 1916. They have at all times 
proved their capacity and usefulness to the 
corps, but especially during the World 
War, when great responsibility fell upon 
them. These warrant officers are selected 
from the more meritorious of the non-com- 
missioned officers of the Marine Corps and 
presumably are promoted when they re- 
ceive their warrants. As a matter of fact, 
however, the senior non-commissioned offi- 
cers are in many respects in a better status 
than the warrant officers, especially in re- 
gard to pay and allowances in relation to 
requirements of official position, the sup- 
port of which is expensive. These war- 
rant officers of the Marine Corps are 
thrown into association with warrant offi- 
cers of the Navy. Once having been ap- 
pointed a warrant officer in the Marine 
Corps, there is no further promotion pos- 
sible; but in the Navy this condition is 
quite different, the naval warrant officer 
being eligible after certain specified peri- 
ods of service to promotion to commis- 
sioned warrant grades and to advance- 
ment from rank to rank on a commis- 
sioned status, their pay being augmented 
with each promotion. In justice to the 
Marine Corps warrant officers, they should 
be allowed the same opportunities for pro- 
motion as are accorded to the Navy, and 
I have submitted provisions to this effect 
in the Omnibus bill, with recommendation 
for its passage.”

The prob- 
lem demonstrated the value of chemical 
Weapons and agents in preparation for an 
attack and in covering infantry crossing 
open ground against strongly held enemy 
positions. The entire prepared problem 
was excellently executed with thorough co- 
ordination.

When the 
infantry assault waves were crossing the 
open ground, directly in front of enemy 
fire. the chemical company screened jts 
movements by heavy concentrations of 
smoke along the entire front and _ later 
pushed forward with assault troops on the 
final objective. 

Snow-covered ground and a wind of ap. 
proximately twenty miles per hour gaye 
the problem a setting of real warfare anj 
demonstrated the great advantage of the 
use of chemical agents in tactical open. 
tions even under adverse weather condi. 
tions. 

The demonstration was witnessed by 4 
large number of Marine officers from Quan. 
tico and Washington, the Tactical Depart. 
ment of the Chief of Chemical Warfare’s 
office and Brig. Gen. Harold B. Fiske and 
staff, all of whom followed the demonstrs- 
tion through with much interest.

The board gave the following summary 
of the purposes and possible accomplish- 
ments of the expedition: 


Purpose of Expedition. 


The purpose of naval exploration in the 
Arctic is to determine and chart the location 
of land in an area one-third the size of the 
United States. This 1,000,000 square miles 
lying between Alaska and the North Pole is 
as yet unexplored. 

A single dash into such an area determines 
little. To know the area requires search and 
mapping by aerial photography in a systematic 
way. The work of the first summer could ac- 
complish reconnaissance, the possible general 
location of some land, the proof of the feasi- 
bility of charting by the dirigible Shenandoah 
and by planes equipped for work on ice and 
water, and the establishment of bases with 
dirigible mooring masts from which the whole 
work could be continued in the future. 

If any land is located or if the charting 
proves that land does not exist then the 
United States has added that much to the 
scientific knowledge of the world. 

Imaginative people who are not interested 
in this dull charting of islands say the United 
States may through this work be the first to 
establish an air route from Western Europe 
to Japan over the top of the world. An island 
here and there as a possible landing place is 
of more interest to those of a practical turn 
of mind. 


**Short Cut Across Pole.’’ 


This short cut from London to Tokyo would 
be made by fl-ing from Spitzbergen to Nome, 
Alaska, via the Pole. The distance between 
the last two places is 2,200 nautical miles. 
The cruising radius of the Shenandoah at 50 


knots is 3,000 nautical miles wita an addi- 
tional margin of 15 per cent. 
Both planes and the dirigible Shenandoah 


are necessary for this work. The Shenandoah 
is used chiefly because of her greater cruising 
radius, but she has added advantages in abil- 
ity to carry considerable photographic equip- 
ment, scientific instruments, and ability to 
hover over a spot to take observations of the 
sun for fixing locations of places on the 
earth’s surface. 

The planes are of use for shorter flights in 
the neighborhood of the northern operating 
base. These planes secure aerological data 
that can be sent by radio to the United States 


to acquaint the dirigible as to weather con- 
ditions. 
Why Nome? 

_In_ the selection of a northern base the 
vicinity of Nome, Alaska, offers the best site 
to an American expedition. This is because 
of its early accessibility by steamship, the ice 
breaking up off Nome in the first week of 


June. It is near the unexplored area and at 
the same time within easy reach by radio of 
United States bases; it has some local facili- 
ties for landing the materials of masts and 
other equipment and it is in United States 
territory. 

Points in Greenland and Spitzbergen are 
much nearer the Pole than Nome, but since 
one summer month will be spent in establish- 
ing a base only two months of summer are 
left—July and August. It is necessary, there- 
fore, to get a base where work can be done 
on the mooring mast in the month of June. 
All things considered the vicinity of Nome is 
the best location. Nome is 1,560 nautical 
miles from the Pole, or a round trip in straight 
flight of 3,120 nautical miles. 

When the mooring mast has been estab- 
lished at Nome and weather reports have been 
received the Shenandoah will fly direct from 
Puget Sound to Nome, a distance of 1,944 
nautical miles. Previous to this the Shenan- 
doah will have flown from Lakehurst, N.Jj% to 


Puget Sound, a distance of 2,094 nautical! 
miles. This is well within the radius of the 
Shenandoah, but the intervening mountains, 
8,000 feet high, present a problem which 


brings to light one of the interesting perform- 
ances of the dirigible. 

The use of gasoline fuel 
flights necessary for exploring lightens the 
ship considerably. This means that she is 
too buoyant and would rise to altitudes not 
desirable, and that to come down helium 
would have to be ‘‘valved’’, to make her less 
buoyant. On the long flights to be made on 
this expedition this is serious and is being 
cared for in a most interesting way. 


Saving Helium. 


A means has been found for recovering 
enough water from the gasoline burned to 
make up for the loss of weight in ,asoline. 
This is known as ‘‘water recovery. Even 
greater weight of water can be obtained by 
the process than the original gasoline weighed. 
This is because when gasoline burns one of 
the products of combustion is hydrogen, which, 
when combined with the oxygen of the air, 
gives water sufficient to replace the weight of 
gasoline lost as fuel. With ability to manu- 
facture water ballast on board, the valving of 
the precious helium in descending is avoided. 

Although the winds for July and August 
average 7 miles per hour at the Nome base, 
the Shenandoah must be prepared for occa- 
sional gales that blow here as high as 60 
miles per hour during these months. To be 
able to meet adverse winds with a good mar- 
gin of fuel is the chief reason for reducing 
the length of flights considerably below her 
full cruising radius in calm weather. 

When free in the air she can safely ride 
out a gale, but must have sufficient excess of 


during the long 


gasoline to permit her to do this and then tie 
up at the end of the storm and refuel. The 
possibility of encountering head winds when 
on an exploring trip aetually operates to 
greatly increase the distance over that set 
down on the chart. 

For all the long distance work the Shenan 
doah must have good communication by radio, 
The demand has already been put upon radio 
engineers to double the radio transmitting dis. 
tance from the Shenandoah, thus improving 
the ship’s usefulness both as a naval scout 
over long sea reaches and improving one of 
her commercial needs. In addition she will 
be equipped with radio compass for ta! ng 
bearings on radio transmitting stations iy 
America and Europe and thus assist the nayi- 
gators in locating her position in the polar 
region.

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Special Washington Service News Letter 


HE resolution iatroduced by Represen- 

‘tative Dempsey of New York creating 
a Budget Committee and restoring the 
Military and Naval committees of the 
House to something like their former 
status has been referred to the Committee 
on Rules. The latter committee opens 
hearings on the various proposals for the 
revision of the rules on Jan. 4, 1924, and 
Mr. Dempsey will appear before the com- 
mittee shortly after the opening of the 
hearing. 

According to the agreement reached be- 
fore the recess of Congress for the holi- 
days, the Republican members on Jan. 10 
will hold a caucus for the purpose of get- 
ting together on the program for the 
amendment of the rules. On Jan. 15 the 
House Committee on Rules will make a 
report to the whole House. By the under- 
standing when the Speaker was elected, 
the members of the House wilk be given 
an opportunity to propose amendments 
from the floor of the House, and there will 
be separate votes on different amendments. 

But the fairest comparison of the expen- 
ditures for the Army itself and for 
national defense purposes generally, is fur- 
nished by the Bureau of the Budget. Ac- 
erding to the Bureau of the Budget, in 
1915, this government was expending 
24.80 per cent. of its total expenditure for 
national defense. In 1916, it went up to 
26 per cent., 1917 to 27.40 per cent., 1918 
to 49.80 per cent., in 1919 to 58.20 per 
cent., in 1920 it went down to 30.75 per 
cent., 1921 it was cut to 21.35 per cent. 
A further reduction in 1922 was made to 
19.25 per. cent. and in 1923 it went down 
to 14.17 per cent. and the Budget esti- 
mates for 1924 are 13.50 per cent. of the 
total expenditure. 


Reduction of Fifty Per Cent. 


OMPARING this with 1915, it will be- 
come apparent that there has almost 
been a 50 per cent. reduction in the propor- 
tion of money that is proposed to expend 
for national defense purposes. Of course 
the total of both the Army and Navy ex- 
penditures is larger than in 1915, but the 
reduction in the proportion of amount of 
money expended for the defense of the na- 
tion has outstripped any of the other ac- 
tivities of the Government. Under a scien- 
tific budget a certain percentage of the in- 
come of the Government should be set 
aside for its different activities. If Con- 
gress will give the national defenses the 
same percentage of the income of the 
Government that it did in 1915, the appro- 
priations for the Army and Navy can al- 
most be doubled. 
The supporters of the Dempsey resolu- 


tion have not yet decided whether they 
will take their fight into the Republican 
caucus, or make it on the floor of the 
House. This subject was discussed at a 


number of informal conferences before the 


recess, but it is‘understood that no con- 
clusion was reached. Some of the more 
influential Democrats are urging Mr. 


Dempsey to make it a non-partisan ques- 
tion. He did not’ bring it up in the first 
Republican caucus. and there is a prob- 
ability that he will follow the advice of 
the Democratic supporters and keep it 
out of the Republican caucus. 


Curbing Super-Appropriations Committee 


‘THERE are a number of other propos- 

als that wlll be before the Commttee 
on Rules looking toward the curbing of 
the power of the super-Appropriations 
Committee. One provides that any legis- 
lative proposal in an appropriation Dill 
would be subject to a point of order. The 
only way, under this rule, that a legisla- 
tive provision could be attached in an ap- 


Propriation bill would be through a fa- 
vorable report from the Legislative Com- 
mittee. Thus, in the last reduction of 


the strength of the Army, it would have 
been necessary to have had a favorable 
report from the Committee on Military 
Affairs. The same is true in the reduc- 
tion in the strength of the Navy. A pro- 
Vision reducing the strength of the Navy. 
under the proposed rule, must come from 


the Naval Affairs Committee. This, ap- 
parently, is a compromise proposition 
which may be made to the supporters of 


the Dempsey resolution. 

One of the most illogical and vicious 
rules of the House is that known as the 
Holman rule. Under it legislation on an 
’ppropriation bill which purports to re- 
uce the expenses of the Government is 
hot subject to a point of order on the 
floor of the House. This conferred legis- 
tive powers on the Appropriations Com-

mittee. It also has made it possible to 
propose legislation from the floor of the 
House much-of which never received seri- 
ous consideration in the committees and 
has heen frequently adopted with a small 
proportion of the membership of the House 
present. 


Rule Worked to the Army’s Hurt 


N instance of this is the Blanton 

amendment te the War Department 
‘Appropriation bill which has so seriously 
interfered with recruiting for the Regular 
Army. Under this amendment it has been 
about as difficult to enlist in the Regular 
Army as to gain admission in an exclusive 
club, unless the applicant was clearly over 
twenty-one years of age. If a man of 
twenty-five or thirty years of age was 
young in appearance the recruiting officers 
naturally would not take any chances un- 
less he could produce his birth certificate. 
_ The Blanton amendment has actually 
increased the cost of maintaining the 
Army, aside from greatly decreasing its 
efficiency. Yet it was proposed under the 
Holman rule as limiting the cost of maia- 
taining the government. 

Just what will come out of the effort to 
secure a real Budget Committee and to 
restore the legislative committees to their 
former status is difficult to predict at this 
time. Mr. Dempsey is confident that if 
his resolution comes up on the floor of the 
(House it will pass. There is not much 
doubt of that, but the Appropriations 
Committee is apt to attempt to strangle 
it in the Republican caucus. 





Pay Status of Gen. Butler 


ERTAIN members of Congress are re- 

ported to be anxiously concerned as to 
what will be the pay of Brig. Gen. Smed- 
ley D. Butler, U.S.M.C., while on leave 
and serving as Director of Public Safety 
of the city of Philadelphia. Under the old 
law, Gen. Butler would be entitled to a 
leave of four months with full pay and 
eight months at half pay. The new Pay act 
of 1922 contains no provision which covers 
a case where an officer is given an extend- 
ed leave, so the matter has been submitted 
to the Comptroller General. 

Just what this rate of pay will be is a 
matter which is not giving Gen. Butler 
much concern. It does, however, show 
that there is an unfriendly element in 
Congress that is constantly looking for 
an opportunity to discredit the Army and 
Navy. The same spirit is shown in the 
resolution that was proposed last year for 
the purpose of depriving Gen. Harbord of 
his retired Army pay when he accepted 
his present position with the Radio Cor- 
poration of America. 


Efforts to Humiliate May Ricochet 


HERE is some talk of bringing this 

subject up in Congress again this win- 
ter, and if any move is made in this di- 
rection it will be met with a counter- 
offensive. Not all members of Congress 
are in sympathy with these efforts to hu- 
miliate the Army and Navy. 

One member has under consideration a 
plan to introduce an amendment to any 
bill which comes up for consideration on 
the subject. This amendment would pro- 
vide that no civilian official of the Federal 
Government, including members of Con- 
gress, will be authorized to enter the em- 
ployment of a private concern while he is 
serving the Government. 

Such a proposition would have the sup- 
port of a large number of members of 
Congress who give all their time to their 
duties at Washington, while others are 
out on the Chautauqua circuit or at home 
attending to their private business. There 
are so many absentees in the Senate and 
the House that the favorite method of 
filibustering is to raise a point of no quo- 
rum. This is especially true in the House, 
where the most support can be obtained 
for any proposition for the embarrass- 
ment of Army and Navy officers. 

Whenever the point of no quorum is 
raised it requires from ten days to two 
weeks to bring enough absentees into Wash- 
ington to give the House a working quo- 
rum. Yet every member of the Senate 
and House, receives aproximately: the 
same pay as a general in the Army or a 
rear admiral in the Navy. They are mor- 
ally bound to give all their services to 
the Government just as much as is an 
officer in the Army or Navy. By their 
professions on the stump one would im- 


agine that they are the only officers of the 
Government who are serving the people. 


Government Can Afford Better Salaries 


Now it is not contended here that mem- 

bers of Congress as a rule are over- 
paid. Congress really ought to have 
enough courage to pass legislation increas- 
ing the pay of its members. Some of the 
ablest members of Congress have been 
forced to retire because they could not af- 
ford to stay in public life at the present 
rate of pay. 

This is a rich country, and it can afford 
to pay its officials. Corporations are con- 
stantly drawing from the ablest officials 
of the Government because they are willing 
to pay larger salaries. 

Instead of seeking cheap notoriety by 
embarrassing officers of the Army and 
Navy, Congress should tell the country 
that the Federal Government must increase 
the pay of its officials in every branch if 
it expects the service that the best inter- 
ests of the country demand. 


Congress Should Appreciate Efficiency 


‘THE fact that a large concern sought 
the services of Gen. Harbord and tnat 
the city of Philadelphia has insisted upon 
having Gen. Butler is a credit to both Ser- 
vices. That the Army and Navy can de- 
velop such mena is an indication of their 
efficiency. Congress should be passing 
resolutions commending the Army and 
Navy for producing such men instead of 
seeking to discredit them. 

The House very wisely made quite an 
occasion of the resignation of Represen- 
tative Goode, former chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, to accept a more 
lucrative position in private life. Party 
lines were wiped out in the reception that 
was given to Mr. Goode. It should con- 
tinue to take notice of such resignations 
from Congress and give the same treatment 
to Army and Navy officers whose services 
have been sought by large concerns. 





Attacking Service Estimates 


ROM the questions that have been 

asked of witnesses who have appeared 
before the ‘War Department sub-committee 
of the House Committee on Appropriations 
it is apparent that the economists in Con- 
gress are preparing to make a drive at 
the Army estmates by comparng the cost 
of the Army now with that before the war. 
The War Department is perfectly willing 
to meet the anti-Army members on this 
issue. 

The official figures will show a greater 
reduction in the military activities of the 
War Department than in any other large 
item in the expenses of the Government. 

With the expansion of the functions of 
the War Department and the Regular 
Army under the National Defense act the 
Secretary of War would be justified in a 
greater increase in the expenses of the de- 
partment than that called for by the higher 
cost of living and matériel. The expenses 
of all the civilian activities of the Gov- 
ernment have greatly increased since the 
war. This great increase in the cost of 
everything extends to private concerns 
and to every activity of life. 


Funds Are Necessary for Training 


NLY by a most rigid system of econ- 

omy has Secretary of War Weeks been 
able to begin even the work of putting the 
National Defense act into effect. It costs 
something to maintain a corps of commis- 
sioned officers to take care of the over- 
head for the National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserve’ and to furnish instructors 
for the National Guard, Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps. It is impossible to draw 
a clear line between the duties of Regular 
officers with these administrative and 
training activities and those with the Reg- 
ular Establishment. Various statements 
and estimates have been prepared on this, 
but the differences between them depend 
upon the different items that are taken 
into consideration. It is a conservative 
estimate to charge over fifty per cent. of 
the Regular officer personnel to the junior 
components of the Army of the United 
States. 


Hidden Drive Against Junior Components 


ASIDE from the limited work with the 
National Guard and at the colleges 
before the war, all the training and over- 


head work of the National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserve have been added to the 
Regular Army gince the passage of the 
amended -National Defense act. When it 
is carefully examined it will become ap- 
parent that this effort, which was started 
last session, to secure a reduction in the 
appropriations for the Army, through a 
comparison with those of before the war, 
is a drive against the junior componeats 
of the Regular Army. 

The Regular Army has not only been 
cut to the bone, but part of the bone has 
been shaved away. The only increases 
that were asked for by the War Depart- 
ment at the last session of Congress and 
at this session are for the National Guard 
and Organized Reserve. It has been 
money for the instruction and training of 
citizen soldiers that had been included in 
the budget increases of the Army. 

Last session, the War Department sub- 
committee attempted to reduce the War 
Department budget by starving the Na- 
tional Guard and abolishing the Organ- 
ized Reserve. 


Sub-Committee Cripples National Defense 


It was only through the strenuous ef- 
forts: of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion, backed by the War Department, that 
the appropriations for the Organized Re- 
serve headquarters were saved. This, the 
sub-committee knew, was the heart of the 
Organized Reserve system. Former Rep- 
resentative Sisson was frank enough to 
admit it in opposing the item on the floor 
of the House. He declared it was not the 
amount, but the principle that was in- 
volved. 

It is evident that_the sub-committee has 
not changed its policy. An honest com- 
parison of the expenses of the Army be- 
fere and after the war for the provisions 
of the National Defense act will establish 
the fact that there was never a more eco- 
nomical administration of the military 
establishment. The Secretary has gone so 
far as to reduce the estimates for the en- 
listed personnel of the Army to a basis of 
118,000, while he is authorized, even by 
the sub-committee, to ask for appropria- 
tions for 125,000. ‘This is because, under 
the Blanton amendment, the recruiting 
service has not been able to secure more 
than the 118,00v. It is not so much the 
reductions in the appropriations that the 
sub-committee is seeking as to hamper the 
War Department in carrying out the pro- 
visions of the National Defense act by de 
veloping a body of citizen soldiers. 





Confirmations Held Up . 


‘THE Senate Military Committee did not 

hold a meeting on Dee. 21 as scheduled, 
because the Senate adjourned on the pre- 
vious day. Chairman Wadsworth was 
willing to stay over and take up the nomi- 
nations, but so many of the members of 
the committee had left for their homes im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the 
Senate that he could not secure a quorum, 
If there is a quorum in the city on Jan. 4_ 
Chairman Wadsworth will probably hold 
a meeting on that day. 

The Senator is very anxious to secure 
early action on the nomination of Lt. Col. 
D. K. Major. He will bring up the mat- 
ter at the first meeting, and it is possibl 
in fact altogether probable, that he wi 
ask for a vote on the nomination. Al- 
though the committee had not been polled, 
the expressions of the members indicate 
that Col. Major will be confirmed. A 
Boston paper is the authority for the state- 
ment that Representative Gallavin, who 
was one of the leaders in the fight against 
the confirmation of Col. Major has with- 
drawn his opposition. If this is true, the 
confirmation of Col. Major is assured. It 
is true that Senator Walsh has asked that 
the matter be passed over at the first meet- 
ing of the committee, but he has not as- 
sumed an uncompromising attitude in the 
matter. 





Change in Sailors’ Cap 


SAMPLES of the different styles of caps 
which are proposed as substitutes for 
the present blue caps worn by the e 
men have been sent to Adm. Coontz, com- 
mander-in-chief of the U.S. Fleet. Doubt- 
lessly the admiral will go through the 
same process of submitting the different 
styles to the officers of his command as 
Assistant Secretary of War did to the 
officers on duty in the Navy Department. 
It is generally admitted that the blue- 
jacket is entitled to a change in the style 
of his headgear. Nothing has been given

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Proponents Answer Critics 
of the Navy Promotion Bill 


HE attack upon the Woods bill printed 

on page 401 of the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Dec. 22 brought a prompt re- 
ply from the supporters of the bill. The 
members of the committee in the Depart- 
ment who framed the bill declare that 
they -welcome constructive criticism and 
are prepared to defend the measure. 
While admitting that it may have some 
defects, they contend very strongly that 
it provides a plan by which the entire 
Navy in the future will be united upon 
any program for an increase in the line 
or staff. 

Official recognition of the importance 
of explaining the provisions of the bill 
was made this week by the Bureau of 
Navigation. ‘The authors of the bill are 
anxious that before Congress takes up the 
measure the Navy become fully acquaint- 
ed with the effects of the proposed legis- 
lation. The committee is of the opinion 
that if this can be brought about the bill 
will have the united support of the Navy. 

In closing its statement the Bureau of 
Navigation declares that “the cost of the 
bill will average around $50,000 per year 
for the next ten years, Thereafter the cost 
will decrease.” This, it is believed, will 
meet the demands for economy in Coa- 
gresy and assure its passage if the mem- 
bers of the Senate and House Naval Af- 
fairs committees can convince Congress 
that it will increase the efficiency of the 
Navy. With the element of cost elimi- 
nated, the bill will then come before the 
committees upon its merits and much 
will depend upon the attitude of officers 
in the Navy during the consideration of 
the bill. 


Bureau Explains Equalization 


The subjoined ig the statement issued 
from the Bureau of Navigatioa: 

“The following is a brief explanation of 
the Department's bill for the equalization 
of promotion of staff officers with officers 
of the line: 

“This bill provides, first, that staff offi- 
eers shall have the same promotion, or 
the same opportunity for promotion, as 
officers of their own time in the line; sec- 
ond, that qualified staff officers may be 
advanced at the same time as their quali- 
fied contemporaries in the line are pro- 
moted; third, that staff officers shall suf- 
fer the same hazard of non-advancement 
and the same penalty for failure to be ad- 
vanced as may be suffered by their con- 
temporaries in the line; fourth, this par- 
ity of opportunity and penalty to be main- 
tained from the date of entry into the 
Service to the date of separation there- 

om. 

“In its practical application to condi- 
tions as they exist at the present time, it 
provides that staff officers of such corps 
wherein promotion has been more rapid 
than promotion in the line shall mark 
time in the present position and rank un- 
til their running mates in the line, or line 
*contemporaries have overtaken them, 
when they will be thereafter promoted 
with such running mates. It immediately 
grants to all staff officers in those corps 
wherein promotion has lagged behind the 
line the same opportunity for immediate 
promotion as has already been enjoyed by 
their contemporaries or running mates of 
the line. 

“In general, the bill places all officers 
of the Navy in the same promotion status; 
it abolishes all numbers or percentages in 
grades or ranks in the staff corps; it does 
not change the present authorized total 
allowance of officers in any corps: it re- 
moves inequality of promotion as between 
the various corps.” 


Recent Criticism Answered 


The supporters of the bill take up the 
contentions in the communication pub- 
lished in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, 
in the order that they appear, and take 
issue with each of them. Replying to the 
claim that the bill will present a varying 
percentage of rear admirals, captains and 
commanders, it is asserted: 

“Not only is it evident that eventually 
the varying percentages in the upper ranks 
in all staff corps will be the same as that 
of the line, but it is the intention of the 
bill to do that very thing to equalize pro- 
motion. The present situation, where offi- 
cers of at least ten years less service and 
experience are advanced, due entirely to 
sudden increase in the number in their 
corps, to a higher rank than officers in 
other corps equally well qualified, and who 
are years ahead in promotion of their 
classmates at the. Naval Academy, is cer- 
This the bill 


does, giving everyone an equal chance. 
Who could ask more?” 
As to the claim that the bill will result 


in loss of pay and rank the supporters 
of the bill declare: 

“The a legislation carries with 
it no loss of rank or emoluments now en- 
joyed by any individual officer. Such staff 
officers as, by virtue of the present meth- 
ods of promotion, are now far in advance 
of their line running mates of equal length 
of service will await further promotion 
in the rank they now occupy until their 
line running mates attain to that rank, 
after which they will proceed upward with 
them and share the same identical oppor- 
tunities for further advancement. 

“This paragraph is a plea for the reten- 
tion of privileges and opportunities which 
are now in excess of those of other staff 
corps and the line, and for continued im- 
munity from the hazards of the age-in- 
grade retirement law which has been found 
so necessary in the line to insure an even, 
healthy flow of promotion. 

“There can be no deprivation of pros- 
pective pay, rank or responsibility unless 
the younger staff officers think they should 
receive more pay, rank and responsibility 
for equal length of service than the line 
officer does. the young constructor 
thinks it proper that a constructor gradu- 
ating from the Naval Academy in 1912 
should be of a higher rank (as is now the 
case) than line officers graduating from 
the Naval Academy in 1907, and than 
medical and supply officers who rank 
with the Naval Academy class of 1908, 
nothing will be found in this bill to ap- 
peal to him.” 


No Opposition to High Rank for Staff 


The supporters of the bill declare that 
its critics unfairly seek to create the im- 
pression that the xuthor is opposed to offi- 
cers of the staff corps (other than chief 
of bureau) holding the rank of rear ad- 
miral, The answer goes on to say: 

“The justice and necessity of rewarding 
long and able service by conferring upon 
staff officers rank and emoluments equiva- 
lent to that of line officers of equal 
length of service has been generally recog- 
nized by the Service as a whole, and by 
Congress, and but few will agree with the 
premise that to confer upon an able staff 
officer the rank of rear admiral immedi- 
ately destroys, or even impairs, his useful- 
ness. If this were actually the case, it 
would appear inadvisable to confer upon 
such officers even the lesser ranks of cap- 
tain and commander. 

““The loss of that urge’ to increase a 
corps strength in order to gain promotion 
is considered by the supporters of the bill 
most desirable. It would seem that ‘the 
urge’ to increase the total number of a 
corps should come from~the amount of 
work necessary to be efficiently done by 
that corps and not from the desire to pro- 
mote its junior officers ahead of all their 
contemporaries. From the tone of this 
article the ‘jealousies of the vigilant line’ 
have apparently been necessary in the past. 
That will not be the case when all officers 
with equal length of service have the same 
opportunity for promotion regardless of 
the numbers in the various Corps. 


Bill Tends to Hold Navy Together 


“If the ‘many considerations’ brought 
forward against the bill were correct, it 
would be difficult to see why it should be 
adopted. 

“Instead of eliminating the staff corps, 
the bill tends to allow and make each staff 
corps just as strong numerically as is now 
provided for by existing law without the 
injustice of deferring or advancing promo- 
tions. It strongly tends to hold the Navy 
together and make the entire organization 
function harmoniously, which would xot 
be the case were ‘the urge to increase the 
various corps for promotion purposes’ the 
paramount idea of each separate corps. 

“The eritic of the bill lays stress upon 
the situation in the Construction Corps, 
many members of which are now in ad- 
vance of their former classmates in the 
line and officers of other staff corps. 

“It is interesting to recall that in 1913, 
when officers of the Construction Corps 
were confronted by the probability of stag- 
nation in promotion and the fact that 
their line classmates were receiving pro- 
motions then denied the constructors, the 
four naval constructors who then testified 
before the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs expressed themselves unanimously in 
favor of just such a plan for promotion of 
staff officers with their line running mates 
as is contemplated by the proposed bill.” 

The constructors referred to here are 
former Chief Constr. R. M. Watts, Naval 
Constr. D. W. Taylor, Naval Constr. L. 
M. Henry and Naval Constr. E. S. Lamb. 


Would Base Promotions on Line 


From the hearings, Chief Constr. Watts, 
who was then No. 2 on the list of lieuten- 
ant commanders and chief of the bureau 
with the rank of rear admiral, is quoted 
as saying: “As the line of the Navy is 


the largest corps or body in the Service, it 
is believed that promotion in that body 
should regulate promotion throughout the 
Service. Accordingly, it is believed that 
promotion of every officer of the staff, 
throughout his active service, should be 
with the line officer with whom or next 
after whom he takes precedence. As 
above stated, I consider the running mate 
promotion of line and staff a better and 
more permanent solution of the problems 
incident to equity of promotion.” 

Naval Constr. Taylor, who was No. 1 
on the list of captains, said: “The cure 
for the conditions which make so largely 
for discontent is to me very simple. It is 
to standardize the matter of promotion or 
advancement and place officers as nearly 
as may be upon one uniform basis. I be- 
lieve that in order to remove permanently 
the elements of dissatisfaction and in- 
equality it would be. very desirable. to 
standardize promotions or advancement 
upon the basis of length of service.” 

Naval Constr. Henry, who was then 
No. 3 on the list of lieutenants, said: “The 
result of this restriction has been that a 
number of constructors have been passed 
over by their classmates who graduated 
from the Naval Academy below them and 
also by graduates of succeeding classes. 
It is recommended that the existing provi- 
sion for promotion with the line running 
mate now in force up to and including 
the rank of lieutenant commander be ex- 
tended to apply to all grades. This would 
introduce no new difficulties, as all naval 
constructors are graduates of the Naval 
Academy, and it would mean only that 
they are retained in the same position 
that they would have had if they had re- 
mained in the line.” 

Naval Constr. E. B. Ladd, who was 
then No. 18 on the list of lieutenants, and 
is now a captain, said: “The members of 
the Construction Corps should be _ pro- 
moted with their running mates in the line 
up to and including rear admirals.” 


Considering Casualties 

In concluding, the statement of the sup- 
porters of the bill takes up the claim of 
the protest against the measure that “the 
abnormally high rate of casualties due to 
resignations and retirements is greater 
than that of the line and other staff 
corps.” According to figures that are sub- 
mitted, the rate of resignations since Jan. 
1, 1922, has been, for the line, 2.4 per 
cent. ; Medical Corps, 5.5 per cent.; Den- 
tal Corps, 3.8 per cent.; Supply Corps, 
0.5 per cent.; Chaplains, 2.9 per cent.; 
Construction Corps, 0.1 per cent.; Civil 
Engineers, 2.8 per cent. 

As for retirements, it is asserted that 
the next ten years will show only five re- 
tirements for age in the Construction 
Corps. As a parting shot, the communi- 
eation asked, “What real chance for pro- 
motion has the very young constructor, 
especially with the ranks of captain and 
commander filled to a large part with 
conyparatively young officers, many of 
whom have more than twenty years’ ser- 
vice ahead of them before being retired 
for age?” 


Hydrographic Office Would 
Furnish Own Ocean Charts 


ALLING attention to the fact that the 
United States depends upon the Brit- 
ish Admiralty for about 1,100 charts nec- 
essary for navigating the waters of the 
world, the annual report of the Hydro- 
graphic Office, U.S. Navy, Capt. F. B. 
Bassett, U.S.N., Hydrographer, to the 
Secretary of the Navy, made public to- 
day, Dec. 29, requests an appropriation for 
that purpose. The amount named is 
00,000. 





It also recommends that vessels of the 
Coast Guard, which will be engaged in ice 
patrol in March, 1924, be equipped with 
the latest instruments for determining the 
presence of icebergs by an underwater 
listening device. 

The report declares that “the highly 
technical and professional nature of the 
work of the Hydrographic Office and the 
low salaries offered to civilian employees 
both make it difficult to obtain competent 
employees through the Civil Service Com- 
mission. . . . It is ridiculous to eall 
anybody a nautical expert and pay him 
from $1,000 to $1,200 per year, but never- 
theless, the work calls for a nautical ex- 
pert.” 

The report, which is technical in nature, 
covers the work of the Branch Hydro- 
graphic Offices, and of the work done in 
the Section of Nautical Data, by the 3,200 
actual observers. It also tells of the op- 
erations of the Division of Chart Construc- 
tion, the Engraving Section and the Pho- 
tographic Section. 

_ The progress of the U.S. Naval Surveys 
is recorded, and the work of the Division 
of Maritime Security. 


Report of Navy Air Chief 
Shows Personnel Shortage 


A RECORD of accomplishments, largely 
achieved in spite of the handicap im. 
posed by a shortage of personnel, is the 
story told in the annual report of 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, U.S.N,, 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, to the 
Secretary of the Navy, which was made 
public on Dec. 28. “The officer personnel 
situation, as regards naval aviation, is to 
be viewed with concern,” it declares, and 
again “the shortage of enlisted personnel 
has made itself felt in aviation activities,” 
The report shows an increase of only 
twelve officers available for aviation duty, 
during the year, while the enlisted per. 
sonnel was reduced from 4,631 to 3,716, 
The result is that “operating and main. 
tenance complements have been reduced tp 
an absolute minimum.” 

The list of accomplishments, however, is 
a long one, and includes instances of res 
cue work, the inauguration of seaplan 
mail service to the fleets, torpedo recoy- 
ery, participation in reviews and the es- 
tablishment of a long list of world’s 
records. 


Aircraft Carriers 


The work of the Langley, and the send- 
ing off “a flight of three or four planes 
from the ship’s deck and receiving them 
back aboard in the arresting gear” is coyv- 
ered. “There are many problems left to 
solve, previous to the completion of the 
new carriers” is the conclusion reached, 
however. 

The work of the naval air station at 
Pensacola, Fla., is reviewed. It tells 
26 training crashes, in which three men 
were killed. 

Metal construction for airplanes are be 
ing studied, according to the report, and 
the helium production plant, at Fort 
Worth, Texas, is declared to be function- 
ing at full capacity. Both steps represent 
real progress in naval aviation. 

The Aviation Reserve Force is in a very 
unsatisfactory condition. “There are en- 
rolled approximately 50 naval aviators in 
Class 5 and 160 in Class 6,” the report 
says. “This situation is very distressing, 
as approximately 3,000 pilots would be re- 
quired by naval aviation, in the event of 
hostilities.” Therefore the bureau is “re- 
questing an increased appropriation, with 
a view to building up the Naval Aviation 
Reserve.” 

Factory Is “First Class” 


The Marine Corps aviation and the work 
in photography and aerology are both 
covered, as well as the achevements of the 
Naval Aireraft Factory, which is char- 
acterized as “a first class industrial es- 
tablishment.” 

The Army Air Service is declared to 
have co-operated constantly with the 
Navy. and “the interchange of material 
has been carried out whenever practica- 
ble.” 

The bureau kept within its appropria- 
tion during the year and showed a bal- 
ance of $194,052.90. 

The conclusion of the report declares 
that “Provided additional funds and per- 
sonnel, -which are badly needed, are fut- 
nished, the United States will soon have 
a balanced Navy, with its proper propor- 
tion of aircraft. . . . It is evident 
that if satisfactory progress is to be made, 
aviation must have increased personnel,” 
and “unless the appropriation is greatly 
increased, aviation must go backward.”

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Chief of Naval Operations 
Reports Fleet’s Progress 


«THE outstanding organization advance 
of the year,” says Adm. R. E. 
Coontz, U.S.N., in his annual report as 
Chief of Naval Operations for the fiscal 
vear of 1928, made public this week, “was 
the unifying, by a general order of the 
Secretary of the Navy, under one com- 
mand, of the principal naval forces of the 
United States. For the first time the na- 
yal forces, both in the Atlantic and in the 
Pacific, are organized as one fleet, the 
Tinited States Fleet, under a commander- 
in-chief. ‘This insures in our main force a 
unity of indoctrination and training un- 
obtainable heretofore. It means that the 
assembling of the forces for fleet training 
and grand maneuvers is the assembling 
and working together of a command and 
not merely the temporary junction and ma- 
neuvering together of separate and inde- 
pendent fleets. It makes possible a single 
and progressive employment schedule for 
the year for the whole main force covering 
the training and employment of the, com- 
ponent commands leading up to and in- 
cluding the fleet work as a whole during 
the time the fleet is assembled for grand 
maneuvers in whichever ocean or in which- 
ever area it is decided to hold the maneu- 
yers for that year. 


Base Development Plan 


Next in importance to the unifying of 
the main sea command and supplementing 
it as a basic advance has been the for- 
mulation of a base development plan. In 
September a board, of which Rear Adm. 
Hugh Rodman was senior member, was 
appointed to consider and make recom- 
mendations concerning the shore estab- 
lishment of the Navy. With the able and 
sound findings of this board as a basis, a 
base development plan has been worked 
out and approved covering the needs of the 
fleet insofar as shore establishments are 
concerned, The plan looks to the gradual 
and logical development, for a period cov- 
ering many years, of shore bases and shore 
facilities which a consideration of the pres- 
ent and the most probable future strategic 
situation shows to be necessary for the 
proper maintenance and repair of our na- 
yal force in all its branches. 

Adm. Coontz was Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions until July 21, 1923. when he was re- 
lieved by Adm. E. W. Eberle. Other ex- 
tracts from the report are the following: 

Showing the Flag Abroad 

The Office of Naval Operations during 
the period covered has continued its aim 
to provide a general scheme of progressive 
education and training for the Navy in all 
its component parts necessary for its main- 
tenance in a ready condition for any call 
that may be made on it for the defense of 
the country, and-at the same time it has 
% distributed and employed the forces 
available that all of the many peace-time 
alls in all parts of the world have been 
met. With the easing up of the fuel situ- 
ation due to strenuous fuel economy meas- 
ures, together with the cheapening of fuel, 
ships on foreign stations have been able 
to do more general cruising than has been 
the case in any year since the outbreak of 
the World War. Our flag has been shown 
with dignity and credit in many ports 
where, of necessity, it has been a stranger 
for many years. The gratifyng reports of 
these visits from diplomatic and consular 
ficinls and from American residents and 
business men abroad again confirm the 
great benefits of these visits and show the 
value and need of this peace-time employ- 
nent. 


Navy Short of Men 
Notwithstanding every effort to con- 
frve the men allowed the Navy. the effi- 
tient operation of the fleet has been seri- 
tisly hampered by the insufficiency of the 
illowed personnel. This has been more 
fecutely felt during the latter part of the 
riod covered by this report, as during 
this period several new light cruisers have 
en completed and delivered and crews 
ve had to be found to man them. It has 
nh necessary to cut down the men in 
the allowed complements of our valuable 
fbmarine bases to a point where their 
Ptoper activities have been curtailed with 
®nsequent loss of military efficiency. All 
thore details have been cut to the lowest 
Pssible point and still our present active 
ships in commission are undermanned. It 
his been necessary to use our first-class 
battlehips for the practice cruises of mid- 
Slipmen and to use destroyers for experi- 
mental work. taking them away from regu- 
lar duties. This should not be. New ships 
as completed should be commissioned and 
thoroughly tried out. This takes men. 


Naval Reserve Force 
By a general order of the Secretary of 
the Navy, dated March 1, 1923, the policy 
Tegarding the Naval Reserve Force was 


placed under Operations. Since the change 
there has been marked improvement in the 
morale of the Reserve Force, and far 
closer touch has been established and much 
better co-operation between the Reserve 
Force and the Department has obtained. 
The assignment of a Naval Reserve officer 
of high rank and experience to duty with 
the Reserve policy section has proved to 
be successful and of great value. 


Naval War College Expanded 


The Naval War College has been ex- 
panded in the past year by the establish- 
ment of a junior class. In the future 
selected officers of the rank of command- 
er and above will be ordered to the senior 
class, and officers of the ranks of lieuten- 
ant commander and lieutenants with not 
less than six years’ commissioned service 
to the junior class. Staff and marine offi- 
cers of corresponding ranks will be or- 
dered to the respective classes, and pro- 
vision is made for the attendance at these 
classes of officers of the Army and Coast 
Guard. The policy of sending naval and 
marine officers to the Army War College 
at Washington will be continued, and in 
order to bring the Navy into closer and 
more intimate co-operation with the Army, 
there will be assigned to each Army War 
College class at least four captains or com- 
manders of the Navy and at least two 
colonels or lieutenant colonels of the Ma- 
rine Corps. Following the present policy 
there will be a naval officer of suitable 
rank on the staff of the Army War College, 
and, correspondingly, an Army officer on 
the staff of the Naval War College. 

With the increase in opportunity for at- 
tendance at the Naval War College, the 
time will soon come when it will be pos- 
sible to select for the higher commands 
afloat and ashore officers who have taken 
advantage of the course at the War Col- 
lege to improve their knowledge of the na- 
tion’s policies and of the strategy necessary 
to secure our national defense. 

The report gives in detail the various 
ship movements and activities of the fleet 
at home and abroad. Reports from the vari- 
ous divisions of the Office of Naval Opera- 
tions are also appended to the report. 


Aircraft 


In view of the lack of aircraft carriers 
it was necessary for the planes to fly to 
and from the Canal Zone, and as a conse- 
quence it was necessary to divert the ves- 
sels of the mine squadron from their legiti- 
mate mission in order that these vessels 
might escort the scouting planes to and 
from the scene of combined operations. 

There has been much interest taken by 
the Air Force in the necessary gunnery 
exercises laid out for them, and the scores 
indicate an improvement over the previous 
year. This past year the air force of the 
Marine Corps has entered the competition, 
and this in itself has been a stimulus to 
both forces to excel the other, with the re- 
sultant increased efficiency. 

During this fiscal year the Langley. the 
Navy’s first aircraft carrier, operated on 
independent experimental duty and con- 
siderable information was acquired in con- 
nection with the design of the new aircraft 
carriers. The operation of flying on and 
flying off became a routine matter. 


War Plans Division 


1. The War Plans Division has con- 
tinued its work of preparation and main- 
tenance of basic war plans for the develop- 
ment and maintenance of the naval forces 
in a state of readiness for war and for 
operating in war. 

2. These plans have for their object the 
support, enforcement, and defense of 
American policies and interests. 

8. The basic war plans are designed to 
serve as a guide for all major activities of 
the naval service. From these plans are 
developed base projects, organization plans 
for the fleets, logistic plans, and expedi- 
tionary plans. 

4. Increasing demands have been made 
in the work of co-ordinating the plans and 
policies of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. This work is constantly increas- 
ing in scope and importance. Through 
membership of the division on the joint 
board, the joint planning committee, the 
munitions board, and the aeronautical 
board, material assistance has been ren- 
dered in this work of Army and Navy co- 
ordination. 

The director War Plans Division has 
also been the senior member of the board 
for the development of navy yard plans. 

5. The War Plans Division has sub- 
mitted recommendations regarding: 

(a) Characteristics of new ships. 

(b) Questions of policy having a bear- 
ing on approved basic war plans. 

(c) Organization of the fleets for mo- 
bilization. 

6. Work has been continued on the re- 
vision and preparation of standard publi- 
cations concerning fleet operations. 

7. Liaison has been maintained by the 
division with the Naval War College and 


with naval officers on duty at the Army 
War College.

Midshipmen’s Practice Cruise 
LTHOUGH the practice cruise for the 
midshipmen is more than six months 

away, plans for it are being discussed in 
the Navy Department. In general, there 
is an agreement with the recommendation 
of Adm. McCully that the midshipmen 
should be given service both on the deck 
and in the engine room, but not all of the 
authorities are agreed as to how far the 
Department should go in relieving the 
regular crew of enlisted men. It is ar- 
gued that if the Department should go 
too far in this direction, there would not 
be sufficient instruction force on the prac- 
tice cruise to give the midshipmen the ser- 
vice that is desired. ‘There is opposition 
to relieving mcre than 50 per cent. of the 
crews on the ships that are to be manned 
by the midshipmen. The entire subject is 
being gone into with great care, as it is 
insisted that it is just as unwise to go too 
far in stripping the ships of the regular 
crews as it is not to give the midshipmen 
the practical experience that is proposed. 


Revision of Reserve Officers’ Regulations 


HE committee of the General Staff 

which is in charge of the final revision 
of the Reserve Officers’ Regulations began 
this week the work of reviewing the recom- 
mendations that have come from vari- 
ous sources to the Department for changes 
in the tentative draft. The classification 
of the recommendations by paragraphs was 
completed just before Christmas. It is 
believed that the new regulations will be 
in. the Secretary’s hands before the close 
of January. 





Finance Enlisted Promotion 
List’s Changes Announced 


SINCE promulgation of the promotion 

list of the enlisted personnel of the 
Finance Department on July 1, 1923, a 
number of promotions and discharges have 
taken place and this has changed consider- 
ably the complexion of this list. The list 
was prepared by a board of officers ap- 
pointed by the Chief of Finance. 

Because of the possibilities that Con- 
gress may authorize an increase in the 
present number of non-commissioned offi- 
cers and the fact that there are under con- 
templation instructions applicable to the 
entire Service respecting promotions dur- 
ing the calendar year 1924, the board rec- 
ommended a limited number only be fixed 
in order for promotion instead of including 
all personnel of the Finance Department. 
The list is valid until July 1, 1924, unless 
changed by future Army Regulations or 
Congressional action. The hoard, in mak- 
ing their selections. considered in certain 


instances length of service as the con- 
trolling factor. In the majority of cases 
the arrangement appearing in the list 


printed below is based upon the relative 
rank previously held prior to demotion as 
determined by date of warrant.

Army and Navy to Test 
Defenses of Panama Canal 


THE strength and value to the national 

defense of the Panama Canal will be 
tested by joint Army and Navy maneu- 
vers to be held in the vicinity of the Zone 
from Jan. 16 to 22, 1924. 

The Joint Army and Navy Board has 
based the situation for these maneuvers 
upon the assumption that strained rela- 
tions exist between the United States and 
imaginary enemies, equal to us in re- 
sources, man-power and naval strength. 
The Blue Government (the United States) 
has resisted the public demand for consoli- 
dation of its Pacific and Atlantic Fleets 
for fear such an act would precipitate hos- 
tilities. Early in January a Black Fleet 
(enemy) appears in the middle of the 
North Atlantic Ocean and causes the Blue 
Government to order its Pacific force to 
sail for the Atlantic. 

Our Atlantic Fleet will represent the 
Black Fleet for the purpose of the ma- 
neuvers, while the Pacific Fleet and the 
Panama Canal Department will remain 
Blue. The safety of the canal during the 
passage of the Pacific Fleet will depend 
upon the Regular Army garrisons in the 
Canal Zone, which approximate a strength 
of 9,000 officers and men. 

Instructions outlining in detail the fore- 
going general situation have been for- 
warded to Col. Jay J. Morrow, U.S.A., 
Governor of the Panama Canal Zone, Adm, 
R. E. Coontz of the United States Fleet 
and Maj. Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, com- 
manding the Panama Canal Department. 
Sealed instructions and information have 
been forwarded to be opened at noon on 
Jan. 14, relative to the specific situation 
which will then develop in Panama. 

The maneuvers have been planned for 
the threefold purpose of testing: 

First.—The ability of the Army to keep 
the Panama Canal open in war with the 
means both in personnel and materiel 
placed at its disposal for the purpose. It 
is of vital importance to the country that 
the canal be kept open and in uninter- 
rupted operation. Our naval defense is ab- 
solutely dependent upon ready concentra- 
tion of our fleet in either ocean. The 
Army of necessity assumes in connection 
with its plans for the protection of our 
coast cities that the fleet can be concen- 
trated either in the Atlantic or the Pacific, 
depending upon where an attack may be 
developed. 

Second.—The time required to effect 
concentration of the Pacific and Atlantic 
Fleet by passdge through the eanal. This 
element of time is very important and ealls 
for the closest co-operation between the 
Army, Navy and the canal authorities. It 
is proposed to simulate the extreme ae- 
tivities demanded by war conditions in an 
endeavor to determine what may be ex- 
pected of existing facilities. Incidentally, 
this .information may be of considerable 
value in proving the commercial capacity 
of the canal. 

Third.—The practicability of joint su- 
pervision of the Army and Navy forces in 
an operation which necessitates the joint 
use of all of our defensive elements. This 
will be exercised through the umpire sys- 
tem, which is designed for the purpose 
making decisions that in actual war would 
be produced directly by acts of the com- 
batant forces themselves, such as by a 
bombardment, an air raid, ete. An ad- 
miral and a general acting together will 
perform the duties of chief umpire. The 
umpires of both the attacking and defend- 
ing forces will consist of representatives of 
both services. Their observations and 
conclusions will be reported to the Joint 
Army and Navy Board. 





U.S. Government Wants 
Cronkhite Case Ended 


‘THE U.S. Government on Dec. 22 took 

another step towards ending the legal! 
fight resulting from the killing of Maj. 
Alexander P. Cronkhite, U.S.A., five years 
ago at Camp Lewis, Wash., by requesting 
the United States Supreme Court to ex- 
pedite extradition proceedings involving 
Roland R. Pothier of Rhode Island and 
Robert Rosenbluth of New York, charged 
with murder. 

Federal courts in Rhode Island and New 
York discharged Pothier and Rosenbluth 
on the ground that the Government lacked 
jurisdiction over Camp Lewis, and an ap- 
peal was taken to the Supreme Court. 

Solicitor Gen. Beck, in presenting the 
Government’s motion to advance the Po- 
thier and Rosenbluth cases for early hear- 
ing, said they had caused “widespread dis- 
cussion and comment and the Government 
feels that it is in the public interest that 
a final determination should be had at the 
earliest possible moment.”

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MEXICO 


EXICO is our chief international 

problem. The present disturbances, in 
general, typical of those which preceded 
the rule of Porfirio Diaz, and due to the 
same causes which have kept the country 
in disorder since his downfall more than 
a decade ago, prove conclusively that the 
problem is far from a solution. 

The problem consists of two parts. The 
first concerns the effect upon the prop- 
erty and lives of our Nationals, both 
within Mexico and along our Mexican 
border. The second concerns the entangle- 
ments with European and Asiatie powers, 
which the continued disturbances in Mexi- 
co have caused, are causing and will cause. 

The question of our own Nationals and 
their property is the simpler of these, be- 
cause between ourselves and Mexico and 
Without concern to Europe or Asia. ‘That 


i it can reach the point of causing war is so 


obvious a truth as to be axiomatic. The 
question of possible entanglement with 
European or Asiatic powers, or both, is 
one but little sensed by the public, and by 
far the more dangerous of the two parts 
of the Mexican problem. 


ROM the beginning of mankind on the 
earth, the urge for the necessities and 
comforts of life has brought about the con- 
tinued development of the resources of the 
earth. 

When strong peoples have reached a cer- 
tain development of their own territory, 
they inevitably reach out to develop terri- 
tory as yet untouched. Where peoples be- 
come overcrowded in their own territory 
and find their own resources insufficient to 
meet their needs, they always go to more 
sparsely settled parts of the earth and 
take possession, peacefully if possible, but 
by force rather than be denied. 


N modern times, a great deal of peace- 

ful development has been done in terri- 
tory not under the political control of the 
nation from which the capital has come. 

British capital has helped throughout 
the world to bring about development, not 
only profitable to the British concerned, 
but also to the country in which it has 


been placed. French capital has done the 
same. While the greater part of Ameri- 
can capital has been used in our own 
country, a considerable amount has gone 
to Mexico and other Latin-American 
states. 

As long as such development has pro- 
ceeded peacefully, yielding a reward both 
to the country in which it has taken place, 
and that from which the capital has come, 
peace has been assured. When inability 
to maintain order is manifested over a 
long period of time, inevitably the Na- 
tionals of the various countries who have 
furnished capital justly demand that if 
the people concerned cannot maintain or- 
der, intervention by interested outside 
powers to insure it must be had. 

People who will not or cannot estab- 
lish an orderly government, maintain it 
and develop their own resources, cannot 
complain if ultimately other peoples who 
can do so, and who badly need the re- 
sources, do it for them. 


OWEVER much American observers 

in and visitors to Europe may dis- 
agree on most questions, they are all in 
accord as to the grave necessities of Euro- 
pean peoples at the present time for re- 
sources to supplement their own which are 
sadly insufficient. 

The man acquainted with Asia knows 
that the island empire of Japan must 
reach out, is reaching out and intends 
steadily to increase its reaching out for 
overseas trade and raw material. This in 
order that millions of overcrowded Japa- 
nese people may not only have the bare 
necessities of life, but also the steadily bet- 
tering standard of living which they have 
learned both to like and to demand. 


VERY first class European and Asiatic 
power has important interests in Mex- 
Mexico—with its unusual range of 


ico. 
natural resources, due to its unusual 
variations in climate; with its immense 


plateau on which Northern races can live 
and flourish in a climate that appeals to 
them; with its small, scattered, inefficent 
population, unable to develop its own re- 
sources and unwilling to let anyone else 
do it—cannot fail more and more to draw 
the attention of a hungry world, exasper- 
ated by its troubles and impatient of re- 
straint. 

The Mexican problem, as far as Euro- 
pean and Asiatic entanglements were con- 
cerned, was becoming acute when the 
World War broke out in 1914. The de- 
mands of the war upon all the great na- 
tions of the earth were so excessive as to 
necessitate dropping every question not of 
primary importance. 

The war is over. The questions which 
made the Mexican affair acute in 1913 
have to-day assumed world importance of 
the first magnitude. 


HE Monroe Doctrine, as is true of 
everything in life, with its benefits 
earries responsibility. We cannot claim 
the benefits accruing from non-interfer- 
ence in the Americas by European and 
Asiatic powers, unless we are willing to 
assume the responsibility of maintaining 
that order essential to the protection of 
the property and lives of their Nationals. 
If we choose the weak and disgraceful 
policy of allowing the lives and property 
of our Nationals to be destroyed without 
punishment, as has been the case at vari- 
ous times in the past, we have no one to 
blame but ourselves. We cannot ask that 
other nations pursue the same policy. If 
we do, we have no right to be surprised if 
they refuse, as they undoubtedly will. 
The responsibility is fairly ours. The 
occasion is inevitable, when, failing to pro- 
duce another Porfirio Diaz, Mexico will 
have exhausted the patience of the world 
and we will have to choose between re- 
storing order and maintaining it; or allow- 
ing European powers or an Asiatic power, 
or both, to do so. 


THE PANAMA CANAL MANEUVERS 


HE War Department, in a short no- 

tice, announces an event which should 
be watched by every American citizen 
with the same eagerness, with the same 
interest and the same tenseness as any 
baseball, football or pugilistic champion- 
ship event. In a brief statement, the an- 
nouncement is made that the strength and 
value to National Defense of the Panama 
Canal will be tested by joint Army and 
Navy maneuvers to be held in the vicinity 
of the Zone from Jan. 16 to 22, 1924. 

The courage and determination of 
the great President, Theodore Roosevelt, 
caused the Panama Canal to be built. He 
saw clearly what, apparently, numbers of 
our people fail to see yet, that just as the 
Suez Canal is the vital link of the Brit- 
ish Empire, so the Panama Canal is that 
of our two great seaboards, the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. 

In our hands, in war, it means freedom 
to concentrate our resources, either in the 
Atlantic or in the Pacific, or in first one 
and then the other, depending upon the 
necessities of the situation. 


UR fleet is only as strong in either 
ocean as that part of it ready to 
move against the enemy at any given time 
in that ocean. The failure of the country 
as a whole to understand this fact, and 
the tendency to believe that no matter into 
how many parts our fleet might be scat- 
tered, its actual strength in any theater of 
operations is represented by its total, was 
well illustrated by the insistent demand 
some years ago that we keep one fleet in 
the Atlantic and another in the Pacific. 
The same character of opposition, due 
to ignorance of military facts, had to be 
met by Lord Fisher, when he concentrated 
the British fleet in home waters prior to 
the recent war, instead of leaving it -cat- 
tered in various oceans and seas, where, it 
is true, British interests needed protection, 
but where the Empire itself was not 
threatened. 


ITH a divided fleet partially in the At- 

lantie and partially in the Pacific, the 
first great necessity in case of war will be 
the immediate concentration of both fleets 
in one or the other ocean. This can only 
be done by means of the Panama Canal. 
It. can only be done if the Panama Canal 
is in our possession. 

The Canal cannot be protected against 
surprise attack and seizure by an overseas 
expedition on the part of an enemy, un- 
less the garrison and defenses of all kinds, 
at all times, are ready for immediate, ade- 
quate use. 

In any war with a first class Asiatic 
power, Hawaii and the Panama Canal 
will be the first places struck. The Phil- 
ippines, which as a possible cause of war, 
have caused the owners of some of the 
great papers so much worry, will always 
be a side issue. In case of a war with a 
European naval power, or a combination 
of European powers, the Panama Canal 
will be the first point struck. 


HOSE who are disinclined to believe in 

the possibility of a successful surprise 
attack in this day of large numbers of fast 
ships with tremendous troop carrying ca- 
pacity, of long range guns on battleships, 
and of aviation, should look back upon the 
past, when with only sailing vessels with- 
out refrigerating and distilling apparatus, 
and of small troop carrying capacity; 
when without battleships able to lie be- 
low the horizon and shell land defenses; 
when without aviation, overseas surprise 
attacks were successfully executed all over 
the globe by those with the brain to con- 
ceive and the nerve to act. 


HE Panama Canal is not in a proper 
state of defense from attack from the 
air by aircraft, from the sea by battleships 
and from land by an overseas expedition. 


The Army knows it. The Navy knows 
it. They both have told Congress re- 
peatedly. Mr. Julius Kahn, the greatly 
experienced chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, has. recently, 
through a newspaper interview, warned 
the rublic of this dangerous state of af- 
fairs The appropriations last year were 
insufficient. The amount carried in the 
budget this year is insufficient. 

As seeing is believing with the average 
American, it is to be hoped that every 
large newspaper the country over will take 
advantage of the War and Navy Depart. 
ment’s invitation to send men in whom 
both the paper itself and its readers have 
every confidence, to report the results of 
the joint Army and Navy maneuvers. 

This should draw attention to our most 
important possession and to its present de 
fenseless condition. 





Voice of the Service 


KEEP HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE IN 
THE NAVY. 


To THE EDITOR: 


HE President’s approval of the plan to 

reorganize the Government  depart- 
ments, excepted the consolidation of the 
War and Navy Departments as well as 
other minor questions which he did not 
mention specifically in his message to Con- 
gress. Among the latter exceptions it is 
understood is included the proposed con- 
solidation of the Hydrographic Office of 
the Navy Department with the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey; a change constantly ad- 
vocated for many years by Mr. E. Lester 
Brown, in charge of the Coast Survey. and 
as earnestly opposed by the Navy and the 
general maritime interests of the country. 

A reorganization putting the Hydro- 
graphie Office under the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey would place in grave and con- 
stant jeopardy many millions of dollars’ 
worth of -property and many thousands of 
lives. This is true principally because the 
major function performed by the Hydro- 
graphic Office relates to current maritime 
security, and absolutely requires the ad- 
ministratve supervision of mariners. No 
non-seagoing personnel could possibly have 
the understanding and judgment to admin- 
ister such function without constantly and 
unnecessarily endangering all ocean-going 
shipping; especially that under the Amer- 
ican flag. 

The qualifications of the personnel of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey have been 
sufficiently testified to by Mr. Charles E. 
Hughes. In a public speech at Detroit, 
Mich., when running for the Presidency, 
he said with reference to this matter: 

“It has been a raid upon the Civil Ser- 
vice of the United States, and the Ameri- 
can people ought to understand it, and we 
have had positions, expert positions re 
quiring expert knowledge, which have 
been subordinated to the demands of what 
I regard as an ignoble partisan expedi- 
rar 
“We had in the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey an eminent scientist, a man who 
had won distinction in connection with his 
scientific work, a man of very eminent 
rank. He was displaced to make room for 
an excellent stock breeder and veterinary 
surgeon (Mr. E. Lester Jones). 

“In the Coast and Geodetic Survey we 
have had a very extraordinary condition 
with regard to expert places. I meat 

laces that were taken out of the Civil 
Service laws; I shall not go into the exact 
figures. In the year ending about April, 
1916, there were taken out 104—that 1s 
appointments by executive action, remov 
from the operation of the Civil Service 
laws to the number, I believe, of about 
104. I believe that some 20 of these 
were made without seeking the advice of 
the Civil Service Commission. I believe 
that about 22 were made after seeking the 
advice and with the approval of the Civil 
Service Commission; and I believe that 
62 were made in opposition to the advice 
of the -Civil Service Commission.” 

This seems to afford some explanation of 
why the weekly or monthly ‘Notices to 
Mariners” issued by the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey—notices upon which highly 
responsible mariners engaged continuously 
in navigating ships have to depend to 1D- 
form them of current changes in naviga- 
tional data published on hydrographic 
charts—constantly contain a large number 
of important errors frequently jeopardiz- 
ing the safety of ships. One such notice 
of very recent date contained over forty 
errors. They regularly contain so many 
errors that it has become necessary for 
the Hydrographic Office of the Navy [0 
carefully check each notice and regulary 
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notify the Coast and Geodetic Survey of 


em. 

Similarly, important errors in charts 
published and issued by the latter office 
are often not noticed or corrected until the 
Hydrographic Office calls attention to 
them; and at times such corrections are 
accomplished only after the objections of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey have been 
overcome through lengthy correspondence 
involving delay that may prove highly 
dangerous to shipping. 

It took years of insistence on the part 
of the Hydrographic Office to persuade the 
Coast Survey to change the form of their 
charts so as to make them suitable for 
navigational purposes. They were excel- 
lent records of survey data, but poor aids 
to practical ocean-going navigators. What 
else was to ‘be expected while the Coast 
Survey was administered by persons other 
than mariners? 

The present situation is bad enough, 
where the security of American shipping 
largely depends upon the ability of mari- 
ners in the Hydrographic Office to bolster 
up a hostile Coast Survey organizations of 
landsmen. But what would be the situa- 
tion if the combined officers were placed 
under the supervision of “an excellent 
stock breeder and veterinary surgeon?”

Navy Plays Washington on 
New Year’s Day at Pasadena 


‘THE eyes of Service gridiron followers 

are turned toward California to-day. 
where the football team of the U.S. Naval 
Academy is preparing to face the eleven 
of the University of Washington in the 
annual Tournament of Roses gridiron con- 
test on next Tuehday (New Year’s Day). 

The midshipmen have just completed 
their first trans-coatinental journey in or- 
der to oppose the men from Seattle. 

The Navy was originally expected to 
play the University of California, for four 
years undefeated champion§ of the Pacific 
coast, but the latter refused to prolong 
the regular season and Washington was 
elected as a capable substitute. Washing- 
ton has lost only one game this year, that 
to California, by a score of 9-0. 


Navy Defeated but Once 


Navy lost only one game all season, al- 
though held to ties by Princeton and Army. 
The lone conqueror of the sailors was Penn 
State, or rather Harry Wilson, whose three 
long runs for touchdowns gave the Nittany 
Lions a 21 to 3 victory, despite the fact 
that Navy completely outrushed them. 

Princeton was also outrushed, but man- 
aged to come through with a 8 to 38 tie, 
while Army, although having a couple of 
possible scoring breaks, was held to a 
scoreless tie. 

The University of Washington, on the 
other hand, piled up 2884 counters in its 
eleven games to date, registering 75 of 
these, however, against battleship elevens 
met early in the season. However, no 
team on the schedule, excepting California, 
was able to hold the Huskies to less than 
two touchdowns. 

But as the campaign drew to a close 
each one of the last four opponents was 
able to score seven or more points on the 
Seattle collegians. The outstanding Wash- 
ington victories were those over the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, which was 
won 22 to 0; Oregon Aggies, Washington 
State and Oregon. 


Boat Race a Factor 


Navy is particularly anxixous to win 
from the Huskies because the Seattle crew, 
coached by “Rusty” Callow, defeated the 
midshipmen at the Poughkeepsie regatta 
last June. 

The trip across the continent is quite a 
departure from the ordinary for the Navy, 
although within the past few years the 
Academy authorities have been steadily 
becoming more lenient in regard to travel- 


ing. 

Before 1890 no Navy teams took trips, 
when the Army-Navy football series were 
inaugurated. 

Navy is expected to use on the coast 
the same line-up that faced the Army in 
November.

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Army Medical Mission 
Returns from Japan 


HE medical mission from the Letter- 

man General Hospital, which sailed for 
Japan on Sept. 8, returned to San Fran- 
cisco Dec. 14. ‘The entire personnel of the 
mission, with the exception of Maj. Claude 
W. Cummings, returned on the Somme. 
Maj. Cummings remained in Yokohama on 
duty as attending surgeon and will return 
to the United States later. The medical 
mission, which consisted of ten medical 
officers, six nurses and forty-one enlisted 
men, arrived in Yokohama on Sept. 26. 
Approximately $5,000,000 worth of medi- 
cal supplies were carried on the Somme. 
These were unloaded at Yokohama, the un- 
loading being completed on Oct. 5. ; 

Upon arrival in Yokohama the medical 
mission from San Francisco joined the 
Philippine mission, which had already 
erected a 600-bed hospital under canvas at 
Yokohama. This hospital was turned over 
to the Japanese the day after the arrival 
of the San Francisco mission. On Oct. 6 
the two missions proceeded to Tokyo, 
where they established a 1,000-bed hospital 
under canvas, which was known as the 
Bei-Hi (American-Philippine) Hospital. 
As soon as this hospital was in working 
order it was turned over to the Japanese. 
This was on Oct. 13. On Oct. 14 the per- 
sonnel embarked on the Somme for Manila. 

In appreciation of the splendid work 
done by these medical oflicers the personnel 
of the missions were the recipients of spe- 
cial attention by government and local 
officials. 

After the hospitals had been turned over 
to the Japanese the missions were taken 
on a personally conducted tour to Kioto, 
Nara and Osaka, besides being the guests 
of honor at special dinners and teas. 

During the establishment of the hospital 
the Prince Regent inspected in person, 
spending about two hours in looking over 
the plant. 

While in Tokyo members of the mission 
were guests of Prince Tokugawa and 
Prince Kanniao. The medical missions 
were everywhere given a great welcome by 
the populace and in Osaka in particular 
the arrival of the mission was acclaimed 
by a large gathering of people.

Annual Report of Chief 
of Engineers, U.S. Army 


HE annual report of Maj. Gen. Lan- 

sing H. Beach, Chief of Engineers, U.S.

Navy Judge Advocate’s 
Report Shows Busy Year 


CCORDING to the annual report of 

the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy to the Secretary of the Navy, which 
was made public to-day, Dec. 29, his office 
reviewed the proceedings of 95 courts of 
inquiry, 487 boards of investigation and 
172 boards of inquest during the year. It 
also supervised the work of various other 
boards and took care of the administra- 
tion of the four naval prisons. 

The report is prefaced by a brief his- 
torical sketch covering the institution of 
the office and followed by the report of 
work done on officers’ records, interna- 
tional law, publications, administration 
and admiralty law, and similar subjects. 

It contains a number of tables showing 
the proceedings and dispositions in the 
cases of all trials, investigations, etc., dur- 
ing the year. The tables are very com- 
plete.

THE COMPTROLLER HAS DECIDED 


There is no statutory authority for the pay- 
ment of funeral expenses of a National Guards- 
man who died at home, even though it is shown 
that his death resulted from a disease con- 
‘ructed or injury suffered while participating 
in an authorized encampment of his organiza- 
tion, pursuant to Sec. 94, act of June 3, 1916, 
(Brown’s case, November 3, 1923.) ° 

A member of the Naval Reserve Forces under 
orders to duty for training for fifteen days is 
entitled to active duty pay for period of ser- 
vice performed, including period of time travel- 
ing between home or place of enrolment and 
_— of duty. (McCloskey’s ‘case, Dec. 1, 

923.) 

The proposed change submitted by the See- 
retary of Navy in Instructions for carrying into 
effect the act of Sept. 22, 1922, relative to 
the payment of travel allowance, by adding to 
clause 10 of Par. 4 the following: “In ordinary 
where enlisted men are discharged be- 
cause of undesirability, inaptitude, unfitness (ex- 
cept for the reasons specified above), they are 
entitled to travel allowance as specified in 
Par. 2,” approved. (Letter to Secretary of 
Navy, Nov. 30, 1923.) 

Loss sustained by officers in charge of com- 
pany exchange on account of cashing forged 
checks cannot be reimbursed by the Government, 
(Drewery’s case, Dee 10, 1923.) 

Transportation in kind for dependents of an 
officer, as contemp'ated by the act of May 18 
1920, does not include subsistence, and there- 
fore cost of subsistence is not reimbursable. 
(Stetson’s case, Dec. 13, 1923.)

When the evidence fails to establish clearly 
that an enlisted. man was actually a deserter 
at the time of his arrest by a civil officer and 
delivery to the military authorities, a disbursing 
officer should not pay the required fee.

Retired officers of the Navy cannot be ad- 
vanced permanently to a higher rank on account 
of active duty performed subsequent to June 
30, 1922, nor is such active duty included in 
their services for the purpose of computing 
their inactive duty pay. (Letter to Secretary 
of the Navy, Dec. 10, 1923.) 

National Guard Regulations providing for the 
employment of a “civilian’’ caretaker do not in- 
clude employment of members of the National 
Guard, and a payment made to @ captain in 
such organization cannot be passed to the credit 
—e officer. (Shur’s case, Dec. 10, 
_A naval officer is not entitled to transporta- 
tion for his dependents where the order detach- 
ing him from duty on board a vessel and grant- 
ing leave of absence for ten days, and upon 
expiration thereof directing him to report to the 
commanding officer, provides: ‘‘a. All travel per- 
formed in connection with the above must be 
without expense to the Government. b. In case 
you do not desire to bear this expense you will 
consider this authorization as revoked and re- 
turn this letter to the Bureau of Navigation for 
cancellation.” In the instant case, held that 
the change of station was what may be termed 
permissible and not an absolute order such as 
is contemplated by the act of May 18, 1920, and 
that the same reasons for requiring an officer 
to pay his own transportation would apply 
equally to the transportation of his dependents. 
Also it was held that a naval officer is not en- 
titled to transportation for dependents where 
the order detaching him from duty on board of 
vessel directed him to proceed to his home to 
await orders, the officer’s home not being a sta- 
tion within the meaning of the statute. (Let- 
ter to Secretary of the Navy,,Dec. 10, 1928.)

No Conference to Limit 
Air Forces or Cruisers 


HE announcement from Washington 

that the President has not the slightest 
intention at present of drawing the United 
States and other powers into a second 
Arms Conference for the purpose of limit- 
ing aircraft, submarines and land arma- 
ment, answered fully the announcement 
published by various papers the past week 
that he favored the calling of a new con- 
ference looking only to the limitation of 
air power and submarines. 

The fact that the President was favor- 
ably considering such a conference came 
as a complete surprise to Washington naval 
circles. 

The failure to include the limitation of 
light cruisers in any such program was a 
matter for further surprise. 

In spite of this it was known in Great 
Britain sufficiently far in advance for the 
New York Herald to publish simultaneous- 
ly with the news items the quoted opiniun 
> eight British persons cabled from Lon- 
don. 


Light Cruisers Unmentioned 


It is interesting to note that none of 
these British comments contain any refer- 
ence to the possible limitation of light 
cruisers. All dwell upon the desirability 
of limiting air power and submarines, and 
infer that pressure will have to be brought 
upon France to bring about limitation in 
these respects. 

Of course, it is well understood in the 
naval world that French submarine and 
aerial strength constitute a serious menace 
to British maritime trade and sea power. 

French air power has been a cardinal 
factor in European diplomacy for several 
years. It is the only effective counter 
whfch French diplomats have had against 
the advantage of British diplomats in hav- 
ing the influence of British sea power be- 
hind their arguments. 

The difficulty of obtaining French ad- 
herence to ‘any agreement limiting air 
power which would eliminate this French 
trump ecard is obvious. 


A Contrast in Cruisers 


Few persons in this country appear to 
appreciate the American situation with 
respect to light cruisers. We have recent- 
ly completed ten of this type; all others 
- the American Navy are virtually obso- 
ete. 

On the other hand, Britain has forty-five 
light cruisers built, and Mr. Baldwin is 
advocating the early building of seventeen 
more—in order to provide work for British 
shipyards. 

Japan has fourteen modern light cruis- 
ers in commission and her recently ap- 
proved building program calls for fifteen 
more; also to provide work in Japanese 
shipyards. 

If the 5-5-3 ratié in naval strength is 
to be preserved as something more than a 
phrase it is indispensable that light cruis- 
er strength be brought into something ap- 
proximating to that ratio. Light cruisers 
are too important an element in the total 
sea strength of the fleet to do otherwise.

Reserve Officers to Be 
Assigned to Regular Units 


T° insure the ready and effective opera- 

tion of the National Defense act in time 
of emergency, Reserve officers of the Terri- 
torial Assignment Group are to be as- 
signed to active units and organizations of 
the Regular Army in sufficient number to 
bring those units to the authorized war 
strength. Authority for this assignment 
is given in a letter from The Adjutaat 
General of the Army to all corps area com- 
manders and chiefs of branches. This as- 
signment does not call for active duty un- 
less ordered thereto. 

The Territorial Assignment Group of 
Reserve officers is composed of such offi- 
cers as are ‘available for assignment by 
corps area commanders to any organiza- 
tions or activities within their territory. 

Reserve officers of every grade, second 
lieutenant to lieutenant colonel inclusive, 
are to be assigned. Chaplains from first 
lieutenant to major inclusive also come 
under this provision, though the Tables of 
Organization provide that they be carried 
as “attached.” 

If the number of available officers of a 
particular grade is insufficient to fill the 
quota for a particular unit or organization, 
those of a lower grade may be assigned 
until the maximum for that grade is 
reached, after which they may be “at- 
tached” thereto. 

Units or organizations not normally un- 
der the control of any corps area comman- 
der, or those stationed in one corps area 
but under the jurisdiction of another, will 
be considered. for purposes of assignment 
of Reserve officers, as under the control of 
the corps area in which stationed. 

No Reserve officer will be assigned or 
attached to the Regular Army without his 
consent, nor will he be assigned, without 
previous knowledge, to any organization 
which would be mobilized in time of emer- 
gency from any corps area other than his 
own. If such organization becomes inac- 
tive or is transferred to another corps area 
he will be relieved and given other appro- 
priate assignment. 

Unless found impracticable. appointment 
to higher grades will not affect their as- 
signments. 

The vacancies In Regular Army units to 
which Reserve officers may be assigned 
have been prepared by corps areas and the 
— will be published by this paper next 
week. 





Sentence of Capt. Watson 
and Comdr. Hunter, U.S.N. 


SUBJECT to the qualifying notations of 

the Judge Advocate General and the 
Bureau of Navigation, Secretary of the 
Navy Denby on Dec. 26 announced that he 
had approved the findings in the court- 
martial of Capt. Edward H. Watson, com- 
mander of Destrover Squadron 11, and Lt. 
Comdr. Donald T. Hunter, commander of 
the Delphy, the squadron leader and flag- 
ship, wrecked with six other vessels on 
Sept. 8, 1923. Capt. Watson was sen- 
tenced to be placed at the foot of the cap- 
tains’ list of the present date, and there 
remain until he shall have lost 150 num- 
bers in his grade. Lt. Comdr. Hunter was 
sentenced to lose 100 numbers. The 
charges of which the two officers were 
found guilty were culpable inefficiency in 
the performance of duty and through neg- 
ligence suffering vessels of the Navy to be 
run on the rocks. ‘ 

The Secretary’s approval amounts to an 
acceptance of the court’s sentence. Mr. 
Denby did not make any secret of his sym- 

thy with the comments of the Bureau of 
Navigation which set forth that “it is the 


opinion of this bureau that the sentence 
in this case is inadequate.” 

The light sentence created almost as 
great a sensation at Washington as the 
disaster to the destroyer squadron when 
seven destroyers valued at $13,000,000 
were wrecked when it went on the rocks 
on the Pacific coast Sept. 8. 

Immediately upon the announcement of 
the sentence Adm. Eberle was summoned 
to Washington by the Navy sub-commit- 
tee of the House Appropriations Commit. 
tee, which has been conducting hearings 
during the holiday recess. Assistant Seo. 
retary of the Navy Roosevelt and Adm, 
Eberle appeared before the House Nayy 
sub-committee on appropriations Dec. 7 
with the proceedings of the general court. 
martial. 

The Navy Department House sub-Ap- 
propriation Committee will consider a pro. 
posal to charge the cost of the lost de 
stroyers to the Navy budget, and the Naval 
Affairs Committee will have before it 
proposal to amend the law so as to giye 
the Secretary of the Navy authority to 
order a new trial of an officer when he 
does not think that the sentence of a G.C. 
M. is adequate. 

Capt. Watson is now 66 in the list of 
captains. This means that not only alone 
must all the captains junior to him, 125 
in number, be promoted, but twenty-five 
commanders must go up before he becomes 
due, by seniority, for the admiral’s list. 
Capt. Watson is now 50 years old and un- 
der the age-in-grade law must be retired 
upon reaching 56 years of age. The door 
of promotion appears to be securely closed 
against the captain. It is reported that 
he will apply for retirement after thirty 
years’ service. 

Lt. Comdr. Hunter, who fs sentenced to 
lose 100 numbers, is now 149 on the list 
of commanders. He has more than 100 
officers of his grade below him, and there4 
fore, under his sentenee, must be passed 
by 100 lieutenant commanders before he 
becomes due for promotion by seniority. 
In view of the sentence of the court, it is 
not probable that either Capt. Watson or 
Comdr. Hunter would be selected out for 
promotion. 

The Seecretary’s formal 
the cases reads as follows:

aster.’ 

“From the above quoted remarks of the 
convening authority it appears that the 
convening authority has approved of an 
apparent exercise of clemency by the court 
in adjudging sentence. Article 51 of the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy 
provides that ‘it shall be the duty of a 
court-martial, in all cases of conviction, t0 
adjudge a punishment adequate to the a- 
ture of the offense; but the members there- 
of may recommend the person convict 
as deserving of ‘clemency and state on the 
record their reasons for so doing.’ The 
Department has pointed out in numerous 
court-martial orders that in every case 
the provisions of this article must be scru- 
pulously followed, and that the exercise of 
clemency is a prerogative of the conven- 
ing and reviewing authorities. (Cita- 
tions.) - 

“Subiect to the foregoing remarks, it 18 
the opinion of this office that the proceed- 
ings, findings and sentence of the general 
court-martial in this case are legal.

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America Backing Niblack 
for Hydrographic Bureau 


HERE is great interest in official cir- 

cles in Washington over the outcome of 
the international balloting now going on 
to fill a vacancy in the Board of Directors 
of the International Hydrographic Bureau 
at Monte Carlo. Blank ballots were sent 
out to the twenty-two countries comprised 
in the membership of this bureau on Sept. 
1 and will be opened in the bureau in the 
representatives of all 


presence oO 
tries on Jan. 2, next. 
Rear Adm. A. P. Niblack, U.S.N., re- 


tired, is the candidate of the United States. 
He has had long experience in hydrographic 
work and was one of the founders of the 
bureau in 1919, when he was on the ac- 
tive list and could not become a candidate 
for that reason. 
Adm. Niblack’s rival candidates for the 
yacant directorship are: M. Rollet de 
L’Isle, present hydrographer of the French 
navy; Capt. Reinius, Sweden, and Capt. 
Scott-Hansen, late Swedish naval attaché 
in London. The suecessful candidate must 
receive 61 votes on the first ballot, while 
on the second ballot a plurality elects. The 
results of the voting will probably be made 
known early in January. 
The balloting is secret, 
countries have frankly 
votes. (Naturally the votes of France, Nor- 
way and Sweden will be given to their 
own candidates. Ttaly and Denmark have 
not voted for the American candidate. 
The following countries have given no in- 
dication of their intentions towards any 
of the candidates: Great Britain, with 17

total 36.) The countries which are known 


to have supported the candidacy of Rear 
Adm. Niblack are eleven in number with 
a total of 48 votes, viz., United States of 


America, Japan, China, Argentina. Brazil. 
Chile, Peru, Spain, Portugal and Greece. 


England’s Vote Decisive 


There are 122 votes in all and on the 
first ballot it will require 62 votes or an 
actual majority to elect. As the Ameri- 
ean candidate has 48 votes, it is evi- 
dent that he cannot be elected on the first 
ballot without the 17 votes of Great 
Britain, nor can any other candidate be 
elected, even with the vote of Great 
Britain. In that case, a second ballot will 
be required, the votes to be counted on 
March 1, when a plurality will elect. 

The Hydrographic Bureau, with head- 
quarters at Monaco, is an association of 
maritime states under the direction of the 
League of Nations. It was created in 
1919 when the International ea Songer 


Congress, then meeting in London, re- 
solved to develop a permanent organiza- 
tion in which all the seafaring states of 
the world should be represented, with a 
view to rendering navigation easier and 
safer. Twenty states are now members of 
the bureau, the United States having 


joined subsequent to its inception. 

In June, 1921, all these powers sent rep- 
resentatives to London to effect the offi- 
cial organization of the bureau under the 
direction of the League of Nations. A 
board of three directors was elected, con- 
sisting of bir Adm. Sir John Parry, R. 
N., retired: Capt. Pfaff, Netherlands, and 
Capt. Muller, Norway, while Capt. G. 
Spicer-Simson, Great Britain, became 
secretary-general. Capt. Muller, Norway, 
has resigned as a director of the bureau 
and an election is being held to appoint his 
successor. 

The arguments in favor of an American 
candidate are that the three directors of 
an international board should not all come 
from the North Sea-Baltic region; that 
the United States is second in the amount 
of hydrographic work done in the world 
for the benefit of international commerce ; 
that American survey methods and inven- 
tions are much more up to date than those 
used in the older European countries, and 


that the votes as so far known indicate 
that the outlying countries feel that an 
American representative on the board 


would show that the United States is will- 
ing to help in international matters in a 
very practical way. 

The persunal factor in favor of the 
American candidate is that he: was one of 
the three founder members of the bureau 
and is regarded by the United States Gov- 
ernment as a hy drographic expert. 

The votes of Great Britain will there- 
fore be watched with unusual interest as 
— the determining factor in the first 
ballot.

ROWN.—Word has been received of 

the death, in Nice, France, on Dee. 20, 
1923, of Commodore Stimson Joseph 
Brown, U.S.N., retired. Commodore Brown 
was noted as an astronomer and mathe- 
matician and the influence of his research 
and study is a factor. in the instruction of 
midshipmen and officers. He wrote sev- 
eral text-books, which are in use at the 
Naval Academy. Commodore Brown was 
born in Penn Yann, N.Y., on Sept. 17, 
1854, and entered the Naval Academy in 
1872, after two years in Cornell. 

He found, after graduation, that his in- 
terests inclined more to mathematical and 
scientific pursuits than to line duties, so 
accordingly he applied for and received a 
professorship of mathematics at the Na- 
val Academy. He studied abroad in Ger- 
many and Russia, and became a leading 
authority on astronomy and mathematics. 

During the World War he held the tem- 
porary rank of rear admiral and was a 
member of the special board on Naval 
Ordnance, where he remained on duty un- 
til 1919. He was for a time astronomical 
director at the Naval Observatory in 
Washington. Commodore Brown’s first 
wife was Miss Alice Graham of Oakland, 
Calif. His second wife was Mrs. Pettit, 
widow of Col. J. S. Pettit, U.S.A., whom 
he married in 1914, and who survives. She 
accompanied her husband to France in 
October. In addition to Mrs. Brown, 
Commodore Brown is survived by three 
daughters, Mrs. Carlos Mirick of Wash- 
ington, D.C.; Mrs. Maurice Shearer, wife 
of Maj. Shearer, U.S.M.C.; and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Kalbfus, wife of Capt. Kalbfus, U.

A conference of adjutants general will

VERY great improvement in the con- 
dition of payrolls and the promptness 
with which they were submitted over 
previous pay periods, is reported by the 


instructor of the 113th Infantry, N.J. 
N.G., under date of Nov. 22, 1923. It is 
desired to impress on all concerned,” says 


a letter from the instructor, “that in order 
to get prompt payment, the roll must be 
submitted on the organization’s last drill 
night, and sent by messenger to the in- 
structor—all four copies. As has been 
stated in previous memorandums on this 
subject, all rush and confusion in making 
out the payroll on the last drill night can 
be avoided by keeping forms 367b up to 
date, and by starting the payroll two or 
three drill nights before the last one in 
the period, making it out in so far as con- 
ditions at the end of the period can be 
anticipated. In fact, by leaving a few 
blank spaces after each grade, it is not 
understood why all names and data, except 
drills for the last month in column 5, and 
column 6 and 8, cannot be entered before 
the last drill night.” 


Legal Department for 
Benefit of the Services 


OBJECTIONS TO RETRIAL OF THE Noce 
CASE ARE FILED. 


BJECTIONS to a new trial of the 

Noce case in the Court of Claims were 
filed on Dec. 21 by Ansell & Bailey, attor- 
neys for the Legal Department of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. The brief of 
the Government, which was prepared by 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army 
and the Comptroller General, is carefully 
analyzed, with the result that it wonld 
appear that there ig no ground for a retrial 


of the case. 

“The case was thoroughly tried,” insist 
Ansell & Bailey; “the decision was ae 
complished by a thoroughly considered 


opinion to which, as far as we Can see, 
nothing can be added.” The 
asked that the motion for a new 
promptly overruled. 

Although contending that the history of 
the legislation on the subject as set forth 
in the Government’s brief has no bearing 
on the merits of the case, Ansell & Bailey 
proceed to meet the Government on these 
grounds. The attorneys went at consider- 
able length into the history of credit for 
longevity pay. 


Plaintiff’s Objections to New Trial 


The following is the text of the objec- 
tions to the new trial filed by the attor- 
neys: 

Defendant's brief in support of the mo- 
tion is lengthy, inaccurate, difficult to fol- 
low, and so devoid of competent legal ar- 
gument to suggest error by this court as 
to be convincing that this court committed 
none. We respectfully point out briefly 
some of these irrelevancies and incompetent 
arguments:

1. The part of the brief (pp. 31-36) 
setting out Mr. Hay’s report upon the 


1912 act is utterly incompetent, because 

(a) Nobody questions the effect of that 
act; as the court said, that act “‘effectu- 
ally disposed of the rule stated in the cases 
of Morton and Watson supra.” 

(b) That report had to do with a propo- 
sition by Mr. Hay to cut out all cadet ser- 
vice for all officers, but as finally adopted 


it applied only to those cadets hereafter 
appointed, thus establishing a permanent 
inequality between those already in the 


Army and those yet to enter. It may also 
be observed that the entire Republican 
membership of the committee protested 
against the legislation, even as it passed, 
and signed a statement that it was ill- 
advised and destructive of military eff- 
ciency. 


(ec) Obviously, this report sheds no light 
on subsequent legislation. 
2. What Army officers are now said to 


have said (p. 37) or actually did say is 
obviously incompetent. However, we may 
be permitted to reply that many of them 
a with the statement made in the 
brief. 


53. Many pages are consumed in an er 
deavor to show that the act of June 10, 
1922, is a kind of legislative interpreta- 
tion of the act of 1920, contrary to that 
adopted by the court. Not only is this 
contention far-fetched, but in no respect 
can it be sustained, because 


(a) The act of 1922 established for all 
officers to be appointed thereafter a new 


policy in which only commissioned service 
was to be counted for such officers. In 
this act Congress for the first time cut 
out enlisted service for longevity pay pur- 
poses as well as other services which it 


had been the long established policy of the 
Government to count. 

(b) The act of June 10, 
scribed in the reports and on the floor of 
the House by committee members as an 
act establishing a uniform system for all 
those then in the Army and a uniform 
system for those hereafter to be appoi inted 
to the Army. There could, of course, be no 
such thing as uniformity in respect of 
graduates of ‘the United States Military 
and Naval Academies if those praduating 
prior to 1917 had the benefits of cadet se 
vice for longevity pay and those grad uat: 
ing thereafter and prior to July 1, 1922. 
were denied it. 

(c) Indeed. this act may properly be 
said to be a legislative recognition of the 
fact that prior to its enactment various 
kinds of service other-than “commissioned” 
service were counted for longevity pay 
purposes and would continue to count for 
all officers already in the Service. 

4. The brief would lead the uninitiated 
to believe that the only kind of service 
counted other than commissioned service 
was cadet service. ‘This is entirely mis- 
leading. iany kinds of service counted 
prior to the act of 1920 and the act of 
1922, and for officers already in the Army 
at the time the act of June 10, 1922, be 


1922, was de- 
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came effective, will continue to count; as, 
for instance: 

(a) School service, S.A.T\C., which was 
in effect during the war, consisting of 
young men who were in an enlisted status, 
fed, clothed and maintained at various in- 
stitutions, corresponding in great measure 
to cadet service. 

(b) All enlisted service. 

(c) Certain National Guard service, 
after the Naticnal Guard act of 1.903. 

5. The argument is stressed throughout 
the brief that “the 1912 and 1913 acts 
fundamentally have for their purpose 
equality of reward.” 

As a matter of fact, those enactments 
established not equality but inequality. 
They continued the counting of other than 
commissioned service and cut out some 
cadet service, and in respect of cadet ser- 
vice itself set up two classes of officers: 
those who could count cadet service and 
those who could not. 

6. A few other among the many argu- 
ments that are clearly erroneous: 

(a) That by our construction the act 
of 1912 never became effective (p. 51). 
That would mean nothing, even if true. 
But the act of 1912 was effective from the 
date of its enactment to May 18, 1920, 
and prohibited this very plaintiff from col- 
lecting his longevity pay from August, 
1918, to May, 1920, approximately $400. 

(b) That graduates of the Academy 
subsequent to 1916 were least entitled to 
increased emoluments because of their 
rapid promotion as a result of expansion 
of the Regular Army. 

This is entirely wrong. One thousand 
officers entered from civil life and the ranks 
between the classes of 1916 and 1917. 
Three thousand officers are on the promo- 
tion list between the class of 1917 and the 
class which graduated Aug. 31, 1917. Two 


thousand files are on the promotion list. 


between the class graduating August, 1917, 
and the class of June, 1918. The normal 
number of officers commissioned from 
sources other than West Point should be 
about equal to the number from West 
Point. The numbers indicated above are 
far out of proportion and will doubtless 
result in retarding the promotion of the 
junior lieutenants (that is, those who grad- 
uated in 1917 and 1918) more than at any 
other time in the entire history of the 
Army. 

(c) That those services (P.H.S. and C. 
& G.S.) would be placed at a continuing 
disadvantage under the construction adopt- 

Those services have no government 
academy where officers are commissioned, 
and few, if any, of the officers of those 
services have attended the Military or 
Naval Academy. 

This is obviously wrong; there is no 
such disadvantage. The statement also ap- 
parently concedes that officers of those 
services, if they had attended West Point 
or Annapolis, would receive credit for ca- 
det service, although they could not count 
it in the Army or Navy; moreover, as a 
statement of fact. it is wrong, as it does 
not include the Coast Guard, which does 
have a government academy, cadets and. 
besides, many officers who were cadets at 
West Point and Annapolis. 


II. 


The brief insists, and many times re- 
peats, that “not only does the language 
not justify such a construction (as the 
court adopted), but a more reasonable and 
plausible construction giving full and com- 
plete effect to the language usedy is pos- 
sible.”’ 

To say this, even over and over, is one 
thing; to show that it is so is quite an- 
other. It is a significant fact that, al- 
though in the Government’s brief at the 
hearing and in its present brief in support 
of this motion, the same statement is made 
time and time again, not the slightest ef- 
fort is essayed to show how the earlier 
“shall not be counted for any purpose” can 
be reconciled with the later “shall be 
counted for longevity pay purposes.” 


III. 


Of the “grounds” advanced for a new 
trial, not one has the slightest substance. 

The case was thoroughly tried, the deci- 
sion was accompanied Ly a thoroughly con- 
sidered opinion to which, so far as we can 
see, nothing can be added. 

We respectfully submit, therefore, that 
the motion for a new trial should be 
promptly overruled. 





COMPTROLLER GENERAL REFUSES TO 
FOLLOW COURT’S DECISION. 


HE Court of Claims, in the case of 

Manning vs. The United States, de- 
cided April 2, 1923, that a member of the 
Disciplinary Barracks Guard at Fort 
Leavenworth was entitled to receive extra 
pay for such service at 35 cents per diem 
under the provision in the Army Appropri- 
ation act of June 5, 1920. 


Some 400 enlisted men interested had

employed King & King to represent them 
in the litigation. No appeal was taken 
and it was assumed therefore that the de- 
cision of the court would be followed. 

The action of the General Accounting 
Office in disallowing every case filed under 
the Manning decision forces them to re- 
sort to the Court of Claims.

RAINING for the 28th Bombardment 

Squadron, Camp Nichols, Rizal, P.I., 
is progressing according to schedule. A 
day schedule has been introduced 
and’ is enforced on all days when weather 
does not permit flying. All pilots and ob- 
servers, whether assigned to the 28th Bom- 
bardment Squadron or not, are taking the 
training, and it is hoped by Jan. 1 there 
will be thirteen teams trained for accurate 
bombing and machine gun work. ‘The 
squadron has settled down to a program of 
field training and is endeavoring to finish 
the program laid down by the Chief of Air 
Service before January, 1924, when its 
present commanding officer, Capt. Thomas 
J. Hanley, jr., is scheduled to return to 
the United States. Capt. Rosenham Beam, 
A.S., who lately joined the squadron, has 
been appointed squadron operations offi- 
cer, and his knowledge recently acquired 
at the Air Service Tactical School and his 
well known ability as a bomber are of 
great value to the organization in its 
training. Word has been received in the 
islands to the effect that twelve Martin 
bombers are now en route to this depart- 
ment. This is the first shipment of this 
type plane to reach the islands, and they 
will no doubt contrast greatly the NB 3’s 
which comprised the last shipment. of 
planes received by the department. 


IRMEN from both Brooks Field and 
Kelly Field, Texas, recently gave a 


joint exhibition at Dallas, Texas. . On the 
eonclusion of this air carnival, the ships 
flew to Fort Worth, where they gave a 
small program in honor of Fort Worth’s 
Diamond Jubilee. The Diamond Jubilee 
was a celebration in honor of the estab- 
lishment of Fort Worth seventy-five years 
ago by members of the United States 
Army. Everything possible was done to 
entertain the flyers during their stay there, 
and an enjoyable time was had by all. 
Cacco, the famous German police dog, was 
scheduled to make a jump from a Martin 
bomber, with q parachute strapped to him. 
When the trap door was opened and an 
effort made to get him to jump, he abso- 
ted refused, so that event was called 
off. 





DEFINITE preparation has been begun 

on the trip to Guatemala City, which 
has been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. Lt. John M. Clark. A.S., has al- 
ready left France Field, C.Z., as advance 
agent for the trip. The flight will be com- 
manded by Maj. Raycroft Walsh with 
Maj. Follett Bradley in charge of laying 
out the routes for mail and passenger ser- 
vice. Lt. Perry Weiner will be radio and 
log officer; Lt. Leland Miller, photographic 
and historical record officer; Lt. L. L. 
3eery, navigator, and Lt. Frank Albrook, 
engineer officer. The flight itself will go 
to David, Panama; to San Jose, the capi- 
tal of Costa Rica; Managua, the capital 
of Nicaragua; Tegucigalpa, the capital of 
Honduras; San Salvador, the capital of 
Salvador; and Guatemala City, the capital 
of Guatemala.

The names and addresses of Army and Navy 
officers are easily available to anyone interested 
in getting hold of them, and these, together with 
the names and addresses of doctors and school 
teachers, probably occupy as prominent a posi- 
tion in what are known as “suckers lists” as 
those of any group in the United States. As a 
result of this, Army and Navy officers are peri- 
odically deluged with circulars presenting all 
sorts of propositions, a large part of which is 
composed of offers to lead the recipient to finan- 
cial independence upon the investment of a mod- 
erate amount of money. Of course, a number 
of legitimate investment houses make their ap- 
peal to Army and Navy officers by mail or 
personal solicitation and offer high-grade securi- 
ties, but intermingled with these bona fide offer- 
ings are any number of highly speculative or 
even fraudulent offerings. 


Protection Against Frauds. 

It is not easy for those who have not made 
a careful study of the practices of high finance 
to distinguish the legitimate investment from 
the fraudulent. The proof of this is found in 
a statement made by Horace J. Donnelley, So- 
licitor for the Post Office Department, in a re- 
cent address before the Investment Bankers As- 
sociation, in which he said that a million Amer: 
cans yearly lose their money and property in 
mail fraud schemes alone. and that the total loss 
amounts to a billion dollars. Incidentally, the 
Post Office Department is doing very effective 
work in protecting the public against fraudulent 
promctions, but it cannot, of course, do educa- 
tional work so that the investor may protect 
himself. When fraud has been committed the 
Post Office Department is eager to take action, 
but, unfortunately, this is often too late to 
save the money of those who have aiready fallen 
for the scheme. 


Post Office Cites Clever Cases. 


Some very clever cases come to the attention 
of the Post Office Department, as for instance 
the following: A business man finds a personal 
and confidential letter from what purports to be 
a Canadian liquor house offering to deliver any- 
where in the United States ‘in plain sealed, 
original packing, nothing added or taken away, 
100 per cent. pure, twelve full quarts of pure 
Canadian Rye. the Beverage of our Grand- 
fathers.” A specia! introductory price of $18 
guarantees delivery. When the package arrives 
the purchaser finds therein twelve full quarts 
of roested rye grain, the original product of 
the Canadian soil, suitable as a substitute for 
coffee. This is not an example of an “‘invest- 
ment,” but it serves the purpose of illustrating 
what an investor is up against in accepting lit- 
erally the statements he finds in his mail. 

Oil promoters have been in the limelight 
recently, and since Mr. New became head of 
the Post Office Department a few months ago 
fraud orders have been issued against 117 oil 
stock promotions. Hundreds of other oil pro- 
moters have suspended operations before they 
could be reached with fraud orders. The Post 
Office Department has over 400 criminal cases 
against oil promoters at Fort Worth, Texas, 
alone. Over 200 have been arrested and in- 
dicted. and just recently Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
was sentenced to fourteen years and nine months 
in a Federal prison and to pay a fine of 
$12,000. Twelve others were convicted with 
him, among whom was S. E. J. Cock, sentenced 
to eight years. 

Vigilance of Associated Advertising Clubs. 


Co-operating with the Post Office Department, 
and in addition carrying on educational work 
deserving special commendation, is the National 
Vigilance Committee of the Associated Advertis- 
ing Clubs of the World. The various Better 
Business Bureaus, also, have been active in 
stamping out frauds, the Bureau at Los Angeles 
being particularly active in exposing swindlers 
in the California oil fields. A very effective 
slogan is “Investigate Before You Invest.” 

This is advice that should be followed by all 
who are tempted to buy securities with which 
they are unfamiliar, especially if unusual 
chances to profit are offered.

unit not ordered to active duty may be placed 
on duty with suitable Regular Army organiza- 
tions or establishments for training in emergency 
duties or otherwise as may be determined by 
the department or corps area commander. 

(c) Active duty for more than fifteen days 
with the consent of the reserve officers con- 
cerned. 

1, Army War College—Approximately 10 offi- 
cers from the Officers’ Reserve Corps, upon 
recommendation of the Commandant, Army War 
College, will be ofdered by the War Department 
for such period of active duty necessary to pur- 
sue parts of the regular course of instruction 
at the Army War College. 

2. Command and General Staff School—Ap- 
proximately 5 officers of the General and Branch 
Assignment Groups selected from those recom- 
mended by chiefs of branches or other War 
Department activities and two officers from the 
Territorial Assignment Group recommended by 
each corps area commander will be ordered 
by the War Department to the Command and 
General Staff School for the period of active 
duty necessary to pursue the three months’ 
special course of instruction for National Guard 
and Reserve officers. Selections will be made, 
from officers who shall have completed Corre- 
spondence School Course “D" or who shall have 
had equivalent training and instruction, for the 
purpose of training for general staff duty with 
reserve division or Army corps headquarters and 
developing officers for assignment to the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps Eligible List. 

3. Special Service Schools—Approximately 50 
officers of the Branch Assignment Group to be 
selected by chiefs of branches in numbers speci- 
fied in a table of allotment to be announced 
at a later date, will be ordered by the War 
Department to pursue various special service 
schools’ courses of instruction prescribed for re- 
serve officers. For the purpose of developing 
a specially qualified instructor in each Organ- 
ized Reserve regiment or similar unit and to 
train officers assigned or to be assigned to 
the administrative, technical or supply staffs 
or division or Army corps headquarters, each 
corps area commander will select and order to 
the various special service schools for the period 
necessary to pursue courses of instruction for 
reserve officers, a total of approximately 11 offi- 
cers of the Territorial Assignment Group as- 
signed or attached to Organized Reserve units 
(battalion, regiment, or division or Army corps 
headquarters) distributed among branches of the 
service according to the needs of the Mobiliza- 
tion Plan. One month prior to the date of 
the commencement of the course of instruction 
at each special service school, the commandant 
thereof will be informed by the agencies herein 
responsible for ordering these officers, of the 
number of officers that will attend. 

4. Air Service R.O.T.C. Graduates—Prior to 
June 1, 1924, corps area commanders will sub- 
mit names of students of R.O.T.C. Air Ser- 
vice units to be graduated and commissioned 
in the summer of 1924 whom they recommend 
for four months’ training beginning Sept. 1, 
1924, at the Air Service Primary Flying School 
to qualify as pilots. From the names submittea. 
approximately 80 will be selected and ordered 
to duty by the War Department. 

5. Service with Tactical Units, Air Service— 
Prior to June: 1, 1924, each corps area com- 
mander will submit to the War Department the 
names of Air Service officers of the Territoriat 
Assignment Group recommended for either one 
year’s active duty or six months’ active duty 
with the bombardment group at Langley Field, 
Va. From those recommended, officers will be 
selected and ordered to duty by the War De- 
partment in such numbers that the sum total 
of active duty involved will equal that of 5 offi- 
cers for one year. 

6. Approximately 25 officers will be selected 
and ordered by the War Department for one 
month’s duty at Camp Perry, Ohio, in connec- 
tion with the annual National Matches. 

7. Corps area commanders may select and 
order officers, including the necessary staff offi- 
cers, to active duty for not more than 45 days, 
including 30 days as instructors at C.M.T. 
Camps, in numbers approximately as follows: 

Ist Cotps Area, 29; 2d, 45; 3d, 38; 4th, 47; 
5th, 47; 6th, 39; 7th, 47; 8th, 39; 9th, 29. 

(d) Organized Reserve Units. 

1, Unit Training—Units of the Organized 
Reserves, including commissioned and enlisted 
personnel, assigned or attached, will be ordered 
to active duty during the fiscal year 1925 for 
fifteen days’ training at a C.M.T. Camp, with a 
corresponding unit of the Regular Army, or at 
unit camps. 

2. gay Be at C.M.T.. Camps—Among the 
purposes to accomplished by employing re- 





serve units at C.M.T. Camps are the following: 

To provide the experience and practice neces- 
sary for the proper performance by Organized 
Reserve units of similar duties incident to 
mobilization. 

To provide practical training (particularly for 
line officers) in handling of men and matériel. 

To develop a definite sense of obligation and 
responsibility on the part of reserve unit com- 
manders for the upbuilding and maintenance 
of their units as efficient training cadres. 

To provide for units and officers of the Or- 
ganized Reserves a definite and continuing par- 
ticipation in the military training and instruc- 
tion of the youth of the country. 

To stimulate the growth of the Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps by establishing contacts between 
Organized Reserve units and the young men re- 
siding in their respective areas. 

To provide instructor personnel, in excess of 
that which can be furnished by the Regular 
Army, needed at C.M.T. Camps. 

It is desired that in each corps area not to 
exceed one reserve regiment be employed as 
such at a O.M.T. Camp. The fifteen-day period 
for reserve units so employed will be divided 
into two periods, the first being devoted to. an 
intensive course of practical training to fit them 
to take over and perform the duties incident 
to the instruction of ©O.M.T.C. organizations 
during the second period, which will be of one 
week’s duration. 

The Regular Army personnel will be main- 
tained continuously on duty with each C.M.T.C. 
organization to the extent that it may be neces- 
sary to insure continuity of instruction, ad- 
ministration and supply. However, during the 
second part of the reserve unit training period, 
the Regular Army personnel should be with- 
drawn from the exercise of active command and 
employed in a supervisory capacity only, except 
in those cases where it appears that the reserve 
personnel is unable to function satisfactorily. 

In addition to the foregoing, a special sched- 
ule of instruction will be prepared and con- 
ducted for the field and staff officers of the 
reserve unit, in the technique and tactics ot 
their branch of service, including tactical ter- 
rain exercises. In general. the regular officers 
on duty with the Organized Reserves should be 
charged with the preparation and conduct of 
this latter schedule. 

The provisions herein will not be interpreted 
to prevent the attendance of an enlisted re- 
servist at the Blue or White Course at a Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camp. 

3. Active Duty with Regular Army—The 
fifteen-day periods of the fiscal year during 
which reserve units may be ordered to duty 
with Regular Army organizations will be de- 
termined by the corps area commander. The 
attachment of reserve units to regular organiza- 
tions as herein contemplated should not operate 
to interrupt or materially derange the regular 
training schedules of the latter. Such sched- 
ules should, however, be supplemented daily by 
other and additional instruction appropriate to 
the needs of the reserve officers concerned. 


4. Training at Unit Camps—Where the field 
training of reserve units is not accomplished by 
either of the methods prescribed in Subpars. 
2 and 3 supra, corps area commanders will 
have resort to. unit camps. The schedules for 
these camps will be so drawn as to carry out 
the objects of reserve training for 1924 as out- 
lined in Par. 5a, and will include practical 
tactical instruction by means of terrain exercises 
and such instruction in the technique of the 
appropriate arm as the available facilities will 
permit. 

It is essential that the training be adapted 
to the grades of those undergoing instruction. 
To this end, there will be a schedule designed 
to meet the needs of company officers and an- 
other appropriate to the requirements of field 
and staff officers. 

5. Selection of Units—Organized Reserve 
units for active duty training will be selected 
from the non-divisional group as well as from 
divisions, due consideration being given to the 
priority in which units will be called upon to 
function under the Mobilization Plans. The 
War Department budget estimates include 
sufficient funds for the unit training of ap- 
proximately 1,000 officers of the Territorial As 
signment Group and 100 enlisted reservists in 
each corps area. Within the limits of the funds, 
ultimately appropriated and apportioned, corps 
area commanders are authorized to select units 
in such numbers as may be required for the 
proper conduct of their respective training pro- 
grams. Where local conditions suggest, the 
number of units ordered for training may be 
increased by limiting the strength of the units. 
No unit, however, should be designated for 
training unless the command and staff of sub- 
ordinate units thereof will be suitably repre- 
sented. 

6. Selection of Individuals of Units Desig- 
nated for Training—Where units are ordered 
for training at reduced strength, the selection 
of the individuals to be called should be made 
upon the recommendations of the unit com- 
manders concerned. Whether units are ordered 
at actual or reduced strength, requests or ap- 
plications of individual officers thereof to be 
excused from attendance should likewise be 
passed upon by the unit commanders. The pur- 
pose of the foregoing is to encourage command- 
ing officers of reserve units to assume a posi- 
tion of responsibility and leadership with re- 
spect to their organizations. Preference will be 
given in selection to combat officers. 

7. Regular Army Personnel to Attend Train 
ing with Units—Whenever an Organized Re- 
serve unit is ordered to active duty, the Regu- 
lar Army commissioned personnel assigned to 
it will be ordered to duty with the unit and 
take active part in its training. 

8. Progressive Unit Training on Inactive 
Duty—To the end that the units finally desig- 
nated may be prepared for active duty pre- 
scribed in Par. 5d 1, corps area commanders 
will take measures to cause progressive unit 
schedules of training and instruction on inactive 
duty to be placed in operation without delay. 
In this connection, the provisions of Pars. 26 
and 55, Training Regulations 10-5, should 
form the final phase of such schedules, in the 
preparation of which consideration should be 


given to the means and facilities available and 
the time that individuals may be able to devote 
to inactive duty training. For this purpose at- 
tention is invited to the suitability of estab- 
lished correspondence courses within the unit 
in addition to unit conferences or assemblies at 
which progressive instruction may be conducted, 

(e). Physical Examination. 

In order to avoid ordering physically unfit 
reserve personnel to active duty, corps area com- 
manders will arrange in so far as practicable 
and economical for completion of prescribed 
physical examination, including those for Air 
Service officers, prior to the commencement of 
the active duty period. The examination record 
of officers found physically disqualified will be 
forwarded to the War Department with suitable 
recommendation when in the opinion of the 
corps area commander the disqualifications are 
such as to warrant discharge. For the purpose 
of conducting such physical examinations, corps 
area commanders when necessary may employ 
on active duty not more than fifteen days, per- 
sonnel of the reserve sections of the Medical 
Department, in cases where Regular Army per- 
sonnel is unavailable for the purpose. In this 
connection, unit commanders should make full 
use of attached medical personnel. 

(f) Individual Training on Inactive Duty. 

All possible assistance and encouragement 
should be extended to reserve officers who de- 
sire to receive training on an inactive duty 
status and without expense to the Government. 
Duty at summer camps, attachment to regular 
organizations at any season and courses of 
instruction at the several service schools are 
among the means that are available for this pur- 
pose. Requests or applications for such train- 
ing and on which corps area commanders are 
unable to take final action will be forwarded 
to the War Department with recommendations. 


Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 


Training of units in educational institutions 
will be conducted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of S.R. 44, Part I, and supplemented 
by training in camps under the provisions of 
S.R. 44a and programs of the War Department 
to be issued separately. 

Training in camps will be conducted within 
each corps area for the units located therein; 
however, should the necessary personnel or 
facilities for the successful conduct of a camp 
for a particular branch of service be lacking 
in any corps area, the corps area commander 
will report the facts to The Adjutant. General 
of the Army not later than Jan. 31, 1924, in 
order that instructions may be given for at- 
tendance of the personnel concerned at a suit- 
able camp in another corps area. Like re- 
sponsibility rests upon the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Huwaiian Dept. 

Attendance at Senior Advanced camps will 
be governed by the provisions of Par. 7, S.R. 
44a, as amended by Changes No. 4. 

Senior basic camps may be conducted for 
the following branches: Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery. Coast Artillery and Engineers. 
Attendance will be governed by the provisions 
of Par. 7, S.R. 44a, as amended by Changes 
No. 4, subject to the limitation that not more 
than 5 per cent. of the total number of basic 
students enrolled in each corps area and in the 
Hawaiian Department on Feb. 15, 1924, may 
attend. Basic students of branches for which 
no basic camps are provided within the corps 
area may attend senior basic infantry camps. 
No basie student will be sent outside of his 
own corps area or department to attend a camp. 

Camps will be of six weeks’ duration. 

The commanding general of each corps area 
and the Hawaiian Department will fix the 
dates of opening of camps under their jurisdic- 
tion. The dates of opening should follow closely 
the termination of the school year. 

No educational institution will be left with- 
out at least one officer and one enlisted man 
on R.O.T.C. duty thereat to include the date 
of commencement, and the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel will be returned to all insti- 
tutions at least two weeks prior to the opening 
of the succeeding school year. 

In general the nature of the duties of R.O. 
T.C. officers prevents them from taking leave 
of absence during the school year. Careful con- 
sideration will be given in the arrangements for 
the detail of R.O.T.C. officers to summer train- 
ing duty to insure that opportunity is provided 
for granting them a reasonable amount of leave 
during the summer months. Details of officers 
for the R.O.T.C. camps should be made in 
sufficient time to insure that all officers arrive 
at camp fully prepared for the performance 
of their duties. 

Students wil’ be ercouraged to have inocula- 
tienes and vaccinations completed prior to open- 
ing of camps. Only those physically qualified 
wiil be ordered to camp. 

Unless provided for by the hire of civilian 
emplovees, kitchen police and waiting on table 
will be performed by students detailed to those 
duties by roster. In any event, in order to 
give him some insight into kitchen management, 
each student will be detailed to perform one 
tour of kitchen police as a part of his practical 
instruction. 


Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 


(See A.R. 350-2200.) 

Courses—The following courses will be con- 
ducted in Citizens’ Military Training Camps in 
each corps area: Basic Course, Red Course, 
White Course, and Blue Course; each of 30 
days. The Blue Course may be extended for 
not over three days for the examination of can- 
didates for commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 

Distribution in Branches—The assignment of 
candidates to branches will be determined by 
being given to the requirements of the compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States in time 
of peace and to economy of transportation. 

Instruction will be given in only such 
branches as the facilities of the corps area 
permit. If found advisable, corps area com- 
manders will recommend that candidates in cer- 
tain branches be trained in other areas. 

Size of Camps—Camps for less than 100 
students will not be held, except when neces- 
sary under C.M.T.C. letter No. 5, Jan. 17, 


1923, or for other exceptional circumstances 
when authorized by the War Department upon 
the recommendation of a corps area commander, 

Organization—The method of “associate” or- 
ganizations for C.M.T. Camps was successfully 
used in one corps area in 1923. It is sug 
gested that wherever practicable this method of 
organization be used in these camps as it pos- 
sesses the great advantage of simplicity and 
permits the systematic care and instruction of 
candidates to be begun with the minimum of 
delay. In this method of organization, candi- 
dates are used to form additional subdivisions 
of existing tactical units of the Regular Army, 
For example, with a regiment of infantry, each 
rifle company would for the time being become 
the first platoon, and additional platoons would 
be formed from candidate personnel. The regu- 
lar organization acts as a parent or associate 
unit, and all administration, supply and train- 
ing of the attached candidate units are con- 
ducted by the personnel of the regular unit as- 
sisted by the additional personne! made avail- 
able for the purpose. The commanding officer 
of each company, troop or battery commands 
the composite unit, The headquarters of the 
composite unit is that of the regular unit. The 
candidates are, however, messed and quartered 
separately. Company, battalion and regimental 
commanders have the same _ responsibilities 
toward the C.M.T.C. candidates as toward their 
own regular personnel. Large companies should 
be the rule and war strength should be sought, 
Fatigue and police duties of candidate units will 
be performed by the members thereof. 

In all C.M.T. Camps the company commander 
will be made responsible for all instruction in 
his company. Overhead will be reduced to a 
minimum and the responsibility for instruction 
will be direct from commanding officer to regi- 
mental, battalion and company commanders. It 
is essential that White and Blue candidates bear 
their appropriate responsibility in the conduct 
of training, and with this end in view their ser- 
vices will be utilized to the maximum. 

Blue Graduates—Corps area commanders are 
authorized to order to camp, as Blue candidates, 
graduates. of the Blue Course who are eligible 
and qualified for commissions in the Officers 
Reserve Corps, but who have not been commis- 
sioned on account of being under age at the 
date of opening of camp. Such graduates will 
be recognized as acting officers and will be 
given as many of the responsibilities and privi- 
leges of an officer as found practicable. 


Programs of instruction for the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps while at camp and 
Military Training Camps will be

issued by the War Department about the end of 
January, 1924. Instructions relating to funds 
will be issued at the earliest date practicable. 

When definite decisions have been made by 
commanders concerned, report will be submitted 
to The Adjutant General of the Army showing 
the location and date proposed for each camp, 
and the number, branch of service and compo- 
nent proposed fer training at each,
